Among the manifold, examples hereof, which former a. 
ves:have-committed.to. memorie, or our time yeeldedto 
froat:f ſoppoſe, there hath nor beene any;more norablethen 
this in hand:either in reſpeR of the greatneſle of the perſon, 
by whom the firſt injury was offered;or the meaneſſe of him, 
who righteth himſelf:the one being (in his owneconceit)the 
mightieſt Monarch of all the world: the other an Engliſh 
Captaine,amecane ſubie& of her Maiefties. Who (belides 
the wrongs received at Rio de Hacha with Captaine 7ohn Lo- 
wcllintheyeares 65.and 66.) hauing beene greiuoully inda- 
magedat Saint 19» ae Vilas inthe bay of Mexico,with Cap. 
taine 7obn Hawkins,inthe yeares 67. and 68.not onely in the 
loſſe of his goodsof ſome value; but alfo of bis kinſmen and 
& friends, andchat by the falſhood of Don Martin Henri- 
quezthenthe viceroy of Mexico,and finding that no recom- 
pence could bee recouered out of Spaine,by/any of his owne 
meanes, or by her Maielties letters: hee v{ed ſuch helpes as 
hee might, by two ſeuerall voiages intothe Welt Indies: the 
firſt with two Ships,the one called the Dragon,the other the 
Swan, inth2yeare70. the other in the Swan alone inthe 
yeare 71. to gaine ſuch intelligences, as might further him, 
to get ſome amends for his lofle.. And hauing, in thoſe two 
voiages, gotten ſuch certaine notice ofthe perſons & places

Pham, for thiat'obr Captaine had fo named it in his former 
voyige,byreaſon of the grearſtore of thoſe goodly Fowles, 
which heand his Company did then daily kill, and feed on, 
inthatplace; [n-this courſe, notwithſtanding wee had two 
dayes caline, yet-within- fix Jayes we arrived ac our Pore 
Pheſant, which is fine routid Bay,of veric ſafe barbourfor 
all winds; lying betweenerwohigh points, not paſt balfe a 
cablesſength ouerar the mouth, but within,eight or ten ca» 
bleslength euerie way; having ten or twelue fadome water, 
morebyleffe, fall of good fiſh, 'the ſoile alſo verie fruitfull ;

ning rid'the place wich many alleyes and paths made, yer 
now all was fo ouergrowne againe, as that wee doubted as 
firſt, whether this werethe ſame place or no. at inid 
"At ouirentrance tro this Bay; 'our Capraine having gi-

be manned with certaine muskets, and other weapons; ſu- 
ſpeRting ſome enemie had beene a ſhoare. 

When wee landed, wee found by euident markes, that 
there had beene lately therc, a-certaine Engliſh-man of 
Plimonth, called 10hn Garret, who beene conduRtedthither 
by certaine Engliſh Mariners, which had beene there with 
our Captainein ſome of his former voyages. He had now 
left a plate of Lead, nailed faſt-to a mightie great tree (grea- 
ter then any foure men, ioyning hands , could-fathome a- 
bout; ) on which were engraucn theſe words, direed to 
our.Captaine. 


(- Aptaine Drake, if you fortune to come 10 this 


Port,make haſt away: For theSpaniards which 

you had with you here the laſt yeere, hane be- 
wrayed this place,and taken a way all that you left here. 
1 departed from hence, this preſent 7. of Inly;1 572:

The ſmoake which wee ſaw , was occaſioned by a fire, 
which the faid Garret and his Companie, had made before 
their departure, in a very great tree ( not farre fromehis 
which had-the lead nayled onit) which had continued 
burning atleaſt fine dayes before our arriuall, 

This aduertiſement notwitbſtanding,our Captaine meant 
not to depart, before he had builr his Pinnaſes which were 


yetaboard in peices, for which/purpoſe he knew this Port, 

a moſt conuenient place. Andrtherefore afſoone as we-had 

mored our-Ships, our Captaine commanded his Pinnaſes 

- to be brought aſhore, for the Carpenters to ſet vp, himlelfe 
employing all his other companie in fortifying a place, 

which he had choſen out as a moſt fit plot, of threequar- 
| ters.

tars ofan acre of grquad ,to-make.ſome ſtrength or lafetie 
for the preſent , as ſufficiently asthe meanes he had would 
affoord, which was performed, by felling of great trees, and 
bowling and haling them together with great Pulleis and 
balſers ;,vntill they they,,were incloſed to the waters, and 
then letting, others fallypon them, yntill they had- raiſed 
with trees and boughes thirtie foote in height round abour, 
leauing onely one gate to iſſue at neere the waters (ide, 
which every. night. ( that we might ſleepe in more catctie 
and ecutitic) was ſhut: vp, with a great tree drawneachware 
ic. The whole plot was built in a Pentagonall forme, to 
wit, of five equall (ides and angles, of which angles two 
weretowards the ſea , and that lide betwecne them was left 
open, far the ealielauncing of our Pinnales: the other foure 
£quall\ides were.cholely \( excepting. the gate before mcn- 
tioned) firmely cloſed vp. Without, inlteed ofa trench, 


the ground was rid-for fiftic foote ſpace, round abour., 


Thereſt was verie thicke with trees, of which many were 
of thoſe kindes ; which-are never without greene leaues, till 
theyare dead at theroote ( excepting onely one kinde of 
trce amongſt them, much like co our Aſh, which when 
the ſunne commerh right ouer them, caulling, great raines, 
{uddainely;caſterh all cheirleapes, vwz. wichin three dayes, 
and yet within lixe dayeg after becomes all greeae againe. 
The leaucs of the other trees do allgin parttal awaygbut ſo 
as thetrees continue ſtill greene notwithſtanding) being of 
a maruelous heigbt, and ſupported as it were with -fing or 
- (xe naturall buttreſſes; growing! out -of their-bodies ;- ſo 
tare, thatthree. men; may (be hidden ineach ofthern,ther 
they which ſhillfend in theverie_ next buttreſle (hall nat 
be able co [re them.

was indented orextane, was found to be abouethirtie nine 
yards about. The wood of thole trees, is as heauie or hea- 
vierthen Braſil or Lignum vite, and is in colour white, 


The aext day after we had arriued , there came alſo into 7, 


that bay,an Engliih Barke of the Ie of W72h1,of Sir Edward 
Horſeyes,wherein James Rawſe was Captaine and 1ohn Onery 
Maſter, with thirtie men; of which, ſome had beene with 
our Captaine in the ſam? place the yeere before. T hey 
brought in with them a Spaniſh Caruell of Sine// (which he 
had raken the day before, athwart of that place, bzing a 
Carvell of 44z/ſobound for Nombre de Dios) and allo one 
Shallop with Oares , whica he had taken at Cipe Blanche. 
This Captaine Rawſe vnderſtanding our Captaines purpoſe, 
was deſirous to ioyne in.conſort with him , and was recci- 
ved vpon conditions agreed on betweene them.

Wichin ſeven dayes afcer his comming, hauing ſet vp our Ialy 20. 


Pinnaces, and diſpatched alll our bulineſfe, in prouiding all 


"things neceſlarie, ou: of our (hips into our Pinnaces : wee 


departed from that barbrough, ſetting ſayle in the morning 
towards Nombre de Dios, continuing our courſe till wee 
came to the [les of Pijnos : where being within three dayes 
arrived, we found two Fregates of Nombre de Dios, lading 
plancke and timber from thence. 


The Negroes which were in thoſe Fregates,gaue vs ſome 7aly 22, 


particular vnderſtanding ofthe preſent ftate of the towne: 


and beſides, told vsthat they had heard a report, that cer- - 


taine ſouldicrs,ſhould comethither ſhortly,and were daily 
looked for, from the Gouernor of Panama, and the coun- 
trey there abovr, todefend the towne againſt the Symerons 
(A blacke people, which abour eightie yeeres paſt, fled from 
the Spaniards their Maſters, by reaſon of thetir crueltie,and 
are liace growne to an nation, vnder two Kings cf their 
owne :the one inhabiceth to the Welt , thother tothe Eaſt 
ofthe way tr6 Nombre de Dios to Panama) which had neere 
ſurpriſed icrabour lix2 weekes betore. Our 
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Our Captaine willing to vſe thoſe: Negroes well ( not 
burtiog himſelfe ) ſet them a ſhoare vpon the maine, that 
they might perhaps ioyne themſclues to their countrimen 
the Symerons, and gaine-their libertie if they would, or if 
they would nor, yer by reafon of che length and trouble. 
ſomeneſle ofthe way by land to:Nombre de Dios, he might 
preuent any notice of bis comming, which they ſhould be 
able to giue. For hee was loath to put the towne to too 
much charge ( which hee knew they would willingly be- 
tow ) in prouiding before hand, forhis entertainement, 
and theretore he haſtened his going thither , with as much 
ſpeed and ſecrecie as poſſibly he conld. 

To this end, diſpoſing of all his companies, according 
asthey inclined moſt, he lefc chethree Ships and the Car- 
uell with Captaine Rasſe, and choſe into bis foure Pinna- 
ces (Captaine Rasſcs Shallop made the fourth) belides fiftie 
three of our men, twentie more of Captaine Ravſes compe- 
nie, with which he ſeemed competently terniſhed, to at. 
chieue what he intended: eſpecially hauing proportioned, 
according to his owne purpoſe}, and our mens diſpolition, 
their ſeuerall armes. viz. fixe Torgets, fixe Firepikes, 
twelue Pikes, twentie foure Muskets and Calliuers , (ix- 

eene Bowes, and fixe Partizans, two Drums ,: and two 
Trumpets. 

Thus hauing parted from obr companie: we arrived at 
the Iland of Catinazs, being twentie five leagues diſtant 
adout five dayes after, there we landed all in the morning 
betimes:and our Captainetrained his men deliueringchem 
their ſeveral! weapons and armes, which hitherto he had 


kept verie faire and ſafe in good caske : and exhorting them ' 


after his manner, hedeclared the greatnefſe ofthe hope of 
good things that was there: the weakeneſte of the rowne 
being vawalled, and the hope he had of prevailing, to re- 
compence his wrongs,clpecially now that hethould come 

— with 
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with ſucha crew, who were like minded wich himſelfe ; 
and at ſuch a time, as heſhould be veterly vadifcouered. 

Therefore euen that afternoone, bee cauſeth vs to ſet 
faile for Nowbre de Dios,fothat before Sunne ſet wewere 
3s farre as Rio Franciſco: thence hee led vs bard aboard 
the {hore (that we might not be deſcried of the warch- 
houſe) vatill that being come within ewo leagues of the 
point of the Bay, he cauſed vsto ſtrike a hull,and caſt our 
grappers, riding ſo vntillic was darke night. 

Then we waighed againe and fer faile, rowing hard a+ 
board the ſhore, with as much lilence as we could; till we 
recouered the point of the harbour vaderthe highland : 
there weſtayedall ſilent, purpoſing to attempt the towne 
in che dawning of the day, after that we had repoſed our 
ſelues for a while. | 

But our captaine with ſome others of his'beſt men, fin- 
ding chat aur people were talking of the greatneſſe.of the 
towne, and what their ſirength might be, eſpecially by 
thereport of the Negroes that we tooke in the Illeof P#- 
#052 thought:ir beſt-co pur. thele conceits out: of their 
beads, and therefore to take the opportunitie of theriſing 
of the Moonethat night, perſwading them:thatic was the 
daydawning. 'By this occaſion we wereatthe Towne a 
large houre ſooner then firſt was purpoſed. For we arri- 
uedthereby three of the clocke after midnight : at wha 
time it fortuned that a {hip of Spaine, of (ixtic tunnes, la« 
den with Canaric wines and other :commodities, which 
had but lately come into the Bay, and had notyet furld 
ber ſpric-faile, eſpyingour foure Pinnaces, being an extra- 

ordiarrie number, and thoſe rowing with many Oares,: 

fent away her Gundeloe towards the Towne, to giue 
warning :. but our Captaine perceiuing ir, cur betwixt her 
and the Towne; forcing her ro goetoth'other ſide of the 


Bay : whereby wee landed without impeachment , al-

though we fonnd onc Gunner vypon:the Platforme, inthe 
verieplace where we landed, being a ſandy Bay and no 
Key at all, not paſttwentie yards from the houſes. 

There we tound lixgreart Peeces of brafſe Ordnance, 
mounted vpon their Carriages; tome Demy, ome whole 
Cutuering : wepreſentlydilmounred them, the Gunner 
fled,the Towne tooke alarme(being verie readie rherero, 
by reaſon of their often difquieting,by their neere neigh- 
bors the Symerons)as we perceiued,not only by thenayſe 
and cries of the people, bur-by the Bell ringing our, and 
Drums running vp and downerthe Towne. '' | .- 

Our Captaine, according tothe Directions which hee 
had given over night, to ſach as hee had made choyce of 
forrhe purpoſe, left twelve ro. keepe the Pinnaces, that 
we might be ſure of a ſaferetreit, it the worſt befell, And 
hauiog made fore work of che Platform before he would 
enter: the Towne, hee thought beſt, firſt to view the 
Mount, on the Ealt fide of 'ithe Towne,where he was in- 
formed, by ſundry intelligences the yeere before, they 
hadan.imentto plant Ordnance, which might ſcowre 
roundabourthe Towne. . Therefore leauing one halfe of 
his company, to make a ftand: atthe foot of the:Mounr, 
hemarched vp preſently vnto the rop of it, with all ſpeed, 
totrythetruth of the report for the more faferie. re 
wee found no peece of Ordnance, bur onely-averie' fit 
placeprepared for ſuch vie, and therefore we left itwith= 
out any of ourmen, and with all celericieretaraed downe 
the Mount. "Then our Captaine appointed hisbrother, 
with 19h» 0xnamand (ixteene other of his men, to goe 
abourbehinde che Kings treaſure-houſle, and emer neere 
the Eafter end of the markert:place: himſelfe with the 
reſt, would paſſe vp the broad ſtreet, into the murket- 
place, with ſound of Drum and Trumper, v113 

The Firepikes diuided halfero the one, and halfe to t be 
other 
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other company, ſerued no lefle for fright to the enemy, 
then light of our men, who by this means might diſcerne 
everic place verie well, as if ic were neere day, whereas the 
inhabitants (toad amazed at lo ſtrange a light, maruelling 
what the matter might be, and imagining, by reaſon of 
our Drums and Trumpets ſounding in ſo ſundry places, 
that we bad beenea farre greaternumber then we were,. 
Yet by meanes of the Souldiers, which were in the 
Towne, and by reaſon of che time which! wee ſpent in 
marching vp and downe-the Mount, the Souldiers and 
the Inhabirancs had put theraſelues in armes and broughs 
theircompaniesin ſome order, at the South-ealt end of 
the ar rn. neerethe Gouernours houle, andngt 
farre from the gate of the Towne, whichis 0nly:one, lea- 
ding towards «name, having(as it ſeems) gathered ghem- 
felues chither, cither that in the Gouernouts light they 
might ſhew their valour, it it might preuaile, -or-elſe that 
by the gate, they might belt take their ale; and eſcape 
readielt. | 3 44 © 
And to:make a ſhew of farre greater numbers of ſhot, 
orelſe of acuitome they had, by the like device to terri- 
fie the Symerons, they had hung lines with matches fligh- 
ted, onerthwart the Weſter-end of the market. place, - 
tweene the Church and the Crofle, as though there had 
beenetna'readindie ſome company of (hot, whereasin- 
deed there was not paſt two or three that'taughe theſe 
lines to dance; till they themſelues.ran away, as ſoone as 
they perceined they were diſcouered. | 
But the Souldiers, and ſuch as were joyned with them, 
prefented vs witha jolly hot volley of ſhot, beating full 
vpontheegreſſeof that ſireer, in which we marched,and 
levelling verie low, foas their bullets oft times grazed on 
the ſand. Weſtood nor to anſwer theminhlike tearmes ;; 


but hauing diſcharged our-firſt volley of ſhot, and fea- 
C2 thered 
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thered chem with our arrowes ( which our Captaine had 
cauſed to bemadeof purpoſe in Englend,not great ſheafe 
arrowes , but fine roving ſhafts, very carctully reſerued 
for the ſeruice) we came to the puſh of pike , ſo that ovr 
fire-pikes being well armed and made of purpoſe, did 
vs very great ſervice. For our men with their Pikes and 
ſhort weapons, in ſhort time tooke ſuch order among 
theſe Gallants, ſome vſing the but-end of their Pecces 
in ſtead of other weapons, that partly by reaſon of our 
arrowes, which did vs there notable feruice, partly by oc- 
calion ofthis ſtrange' and ſuddainecloſing with them, in 
this manner-vnlooked for , and the rather forthat at the 
very inſtant,our Captaines brother, with the other Com- 
pany, with their fire-pikes, entred the marker place by 
the eaſter ſtreet : they caſting downe their weapons, fled 
all 'out-of the Towne by the ' gate aforeſaid, | which 
had beene built for a barre to-keepe out of the Towne the 
Symerons, who had often aſſailed it , but now ſerucd fora 
gap for the Spaniards to flye ar. 

In foowing and returning , divers of our men were 
hure, with the weapons which the enemyhad letfall as 
heefled : ſomewhat,for that we marched with ſuch ſpeed, 
but more for that they lay ſothicke and croſle on the 0» 
ther. 

Being returned , weemade ourſtand neerethe midſt of 
the market place, where a tree growerth hard by the crofle; 

whence our Captaine ſent ſome of '6ur'men ro ſtay the 
ringing of thealarme Bell, which had continued all this 
while: but the Church being very ſtrongly built and: faſt 
ſhut, they could not withour firing (which ovr Captaine 
forbad) get into the ſteeple where the Bell hung. 

Inthe meanetime, our Captaine hauing taken two: or 
three Spaniards in their flight, commanded them to 
ihew them the .Gouernours houſe , where be _ 
ſtood: 
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ſtood was the ordinarie place of vnlading the Moyles, of 
all the trealure which came from- Panwmah by the Kings 
appointment: Although the filuer onely-was kept there: 
the gold, pearleandiewels ( being there once entted by 
the Kings Ofhcer) was carried'from thenee to the” Kings 
treaſure-houſe not farre off, being a houſe very ſtrongly 
buile of lime and ſtone, forthe fate keeping thereof, ' -- / 

At our comming tothe Gouernouts houſe , we found 
thegreat doore( where the Moyles do vſually vnlade) 
euen then opened a Candle, lighted vpon-the top of the 
Rayers;.and a faire Gennet readie ſadled,. eitherfor the 
Gouernourhimſelfe, or ſome other of his bouſebold>ro 
carry it after bim. By meanes of this light,we ſaw:a huge 
heapeof (ilver,in that nether roome: being a pile of barres 
of (iluer, of / as neere as we could gueſſe ) ſeventie foore 
in length, of ten foot. in-breadth;and twelue footinbight, 
piled-vp againſttbe wall, each barre was berweene thirty 
five and fortie pound in weight. Art (ſight hereof our Cap- 
taine commanded firaightly thar:none of vs ſhould-rouch 
a barre of (i{uer,but ſtand vpon'our weapons, becauſe the 
Towne was ſull of people, and:there was in the Kings 
treaſure-houſe necrethe warers fide, more gold & iewels 
then all our foure Pinnaces would carrie, which we would 
preſently ſet fome in hand to breake open, notwithſtan- 
ding the:Spaniards reports of the ftrength of it; 

We wereno ſooner returned to.our firength; bar there 
was a report brought by ſome'of our men, that our Pin- 
naces were in danger to betcaken, and that if we our ſelues 
got not aboard before day, wee ſhould: be oppreft with 
mulcitudes both of Souldiers andrawnes-people-This re- 
port had'bis ground from one D#egoa Negro, whoin the 
time of che firſt confli&, came and calledto our Pinnaces, 
to know whether they were Captaine Drakes? and vpon 
anſwer receiued,continued intreating to be taken aboard 

C 3 (though 
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(though he had firſt three orfoure ſhort made at him) vn. 
till artengih they fetcbt him; and learned by him, chat 
not paſteight dayes before our arriuallche King had ſent 
thither ſome bundred and fiftie Souldiers toguard the 
Towneapainlt the Symerens, andthe Townear this time 
wasſultof people belides: which, all the rather belceued, 
becauſeit agreed with the teport of the Negroes, which 
wetooke betore ar the Ile of Pings : and therefore our 
Captaineſent his brother and /ohp Oxuam to vnderſtand 
the truth thereof. They found our men, which we left:in 
oor Pinnaces, mulch ifrighted, by reaſon that they ſaw 
great-;Tecnopes and companies running vp and downe, 
with matcheslight, ſore with other weapons; cryin 
ae gente? quegente ? which having not beeneat he firl 
conflihbue comming from the vtter ends of the rowne 
(beingar. leaſt as bigge as P/i-month)) came many times 
peert 5, and vaderftanding that we were Englith, dif. 
charged their peeces and ran away. 

i; - Preſently after this, a mightie ſhower of raine, with a 
terrible Rorme ofthundcrand lightning, fell, which powe 
xed downe ſo-vehemently ( as it vſually:doth in rhoſe 
-Countrits ) that before we could recover the ſhelter of a 
cerraine ſhade or. peot-houſe, at the Weſter end of the 
Kings treaſure-houſe (which ſeemerh to haue beene builr 
there of purpoſe to auoid Sunneand raine) ſome of our 
bow-ftrings were wet, arid ſome of our match and pow- 
der hurt: which while wee were caretull oftorefurniſh 
-and ſupply; divers of our men, harping on the reports 
lately broughe vs, were muttering of the Forces of the 
Towne, which our Captaine rerceiuing, told them, rhat 
he had broughtthemrto:the mouth of rhe'treaſure of the 
world, if they would want it, they might bencefoorth 
blame no bodie but themſelues. And therefore as ſoone 
as the ſtorme beganne to aſl age of his furie (which was 
a 
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a long halte; houre) willing to give his men nakooger 
leafure ro demurre of thofe'doubrs, nor yerallowthe E- 
nemie farther refpit to gather themſelnes together: hee 
ſtepe forward, commanding bis brother;'with- 1obs!0 x- 
nam and the Companie appointed thiem ,:to breakethe 
Kings Treafure-houſe;; 'the'retft ro follow him;, to keepe 
the ttrengch ofthe market place, tillthey had'diſpatthed 
the bulineſſe for whichthey carne.” 11 
Bur as hee ſtept forward, his ſtrength-and (ight/and 
ſpeech failed him , and hee-beganto faine for wane of 
blond, which as chen we. perceiued, had, in greate,quan- 
titie, iſſued vpon the ſand, outof x wound receined/in 
his legge in the firſt incounter ,, whereby though bee fele 
ſome paine, yet (forthart he perceiued diuers of the Com- 
pany, bauing already gotcen many good thingz;co be very 
reidie to takeall occations; of winding them(ctues;;/ out 
of rharconceited danger.) woutd he nor hautit knowiie 
toany, till chis his fainting, agaiaſt his will, bewrayed 
it; the bloud having firſt filled[che verie-prints which, 
out foor-fteps made; to thegreac diſmay of allogr Com» 
panie, whothovghtitnoccredible ; rharone mag ſhould 
be able co ſpare A much'dloud andfige: - , ©5159 © 1 
. And therefore cuen ”y , which were willingeft to 
haue aduentured moſt, for ſo faire aboorie, would'in no 
caſe hazard their Capraines life; bur (.hauing:giyen him, 
fomewhat to drinke| wherewithitie recouered bimlelte, 
and hauing: bound his 'Scarfe-abonr bis:l-gg*;/ faritbe 
Ropping of the 'bloud ) entreared* him; to: becontetit: to 
g0 with them aboord, there to haue his wound fearched 
anddreft, and then co rerurne a [{hoare againe if-he 
thought good. ' 5 192/ q 
This whentchey could.nnt perſicade tim viito (as who 
knew ir vtrerly) impoſſible, ar leaſt verie vnlikely, thar 
euerthey (hould (torttiac) returne agatne, torecouerthe 
ltace. 
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;Rtatein which they now were :and wasof opinion , that 
-it were'morehonourable for bimſelfe, ro tcopard his life 


for ſo greata benelir, then to leave off ſo high an enter- 
priſe vnperformed:) they ioyned alcogether, and with 


force mingled with faireintreatie, they bare him aboard 
' his Pinnace;-and ſo abandoned a-molt rich ſpoile for the 
, preſent; 'onely to. preſerye their Captaines life, as being 


reſolued of him, that while they enioyed his preſence, 
and had him-to command them, they might recover 
wealth ſafficient; burifance they loſt him ; they ſhould 
bardly beableto recouer bome, nonot with that which 
they bad gotten already. - - | 
Thus weembarqued by breake of the day , hauing be- 
ſides our Captaine, manie of our men wounded, though 
none flaine but one Trumpeter : whereupon though our 
Chyrurgeons wsre buſily employed, in providing reme- 
dies and ſaluesfor their wounds:. yet the maine care of 
our Captaine was reſpefted by all the reſt; ſo that before 
we departed out of the 'Harbour for the roore comfort of 
our Campanie , wee tooke the aforeſaid-Ship of Wines 
withoie great. celiſtancec/ But-before wee had her-free off 
the Heauen, they'bf the 'Lowne: had made meanes to 
bring on of their Culuerins, which we had diſmounted, 
ſoas they made athot at vs, but hindered not vs from 
carryingforth the prizeto the Ye Baſtimientes, or The le 
of Victuales;, whichisanTland that licth without the Bay 
to the Weſtwards, abour:aleague off the Towne, where 
we ſtayed the two next dayes, to cureour wounded men, 
and to refreſh our ſelues, in the goodly. Gardens which 
wethere found, abounding withgreat lore of all daintie 
rootes and fruites, belides great plentic of Poulterie and 
other Fowles, no lefle ſtrange then delicate. 
Shortly vpon our firſt arriuall in this Iland, the Goner- 
nour and rhereft of his afhftants inthe Towne ( - we 
alter- 
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afterwards vaderſtood ) ſent vato.our Captaine a pro- 
per Gentleman of meane ſtature, good complexion, 
and faire ſpoken , a principall Souldier of the late ſent 
Garriſon , to' view in what ſtate wee were. At his com- 
ming he proteſted he came to vs of mcere good will, for 
that wee had attempted, ſo great and inctedible a matter 
with ſo few men: and that atthe firſi they feared that we 
had beene French , at whoſe hands: they:knew they 
ſhould find no mercie : but: after they perceiued by our 
Arrowes, that wee were Engliſhmen, their feares were 
the lefle , for that they knew, that though wee tooke- the 
Treaſure of the place, yet wee would not. yſe crudltic to» 
wards their perſons. 9] ni gn] ane L000 
But albeit this his affetiongaue him cauſe enough, to 
come aboard ſuch, whoſe vertues he ſo honoured, yer the * 
Gouernouralſo had notonly conſeated tohis comming, 
but direQly ſent him , vpon: accafion that diucrs of the 
Towne afhrmed (ſaid he) that they-knew our Captaive; 
who the laſt two yecres had beene often on their Coaſt, 
and had alwayes vſed their perſons very well. And there. 
fore delired to know , firſt , whether our Captaine were 
the lame Captaine Drake arno ?:and-next , becauſe ma- 
ny of their men were wounded with our Arrowes; whe- 
ther they were poyloned or no 2 And how their wounds 
might beſt þce cured? Laſtly, what viuals wee wanted, 
or other neceſlaries?| Of which the Gouernour promiſed 
by him to ſupply.and-furnith ys, ,as largely ashee durlt. 
Our Captaine although: hee thought this Souldierbuts 
Spie : yet vied him very conrteonlly ,and anſwered bim 
torhis Gouernours demands. T hat hewas the ſame Drake 
whom they meant: itiwas neuer his mannerto poyſon his 
Arrowes :'they. might cure-their wounded by: ordinary 
Chirutgerie : avfor wams he knew: the Ilahd of [Zo/tims- 
entos had luthiticnr,and could A” he _—_ | 
wy aj 
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hewanted nothing butſome of that ſpeciall commodity, 
which that Conntrey yeelded, to content himſelfe and: 
his Company.'And thereforChe aduifed the Governour 
ro hold open his eyes, for before hee departed , if God 
lent him life and leaue , hee tmeant to reape ſome of their 
Harneſt, whichtheygetout of the Earth, and ſend into 
Sp4ine totrou ble all the Eatth. 

- Fothisanſwere vnlooked for,this Gentleman replied : 
Tf he might without offence moue ſuch a queſtion , what 
ſhould then- bee the caule of our departing from thar 
Towneat thistime, where wasaboue three hundred-and 
fixrie Tunof filuer readie forthe Fleet, and much more 
Gold in value, refting in Iron Cheſts in the Kings Trea. 
fiire-houſe? Bur when our Captaine had ſhewed him the 


* truecauſe'of his vnwilling rerrcate aboard ; he acknow- 


ledged;; that wee had no leffe zeafon in departing, then 
courage inatrempring: andnodoub: did ealily ſee, that 
it wasnot forthe Towne toſctke renehpe of vs,by man- 
ning forth ſuch'Erigates or other veſſe]s, as they had:bue 
berterto content themſclues and provide for their owne 
defence. * | | *% JETS 
"'T bus with great fanonr and courteous entertainment; 
beſides fuch gitts/from\bur Captaine as moſt contented 
him: after dinner he'was in ſuch fort diſmiſſed, tro make 
report of that he had ſeene; that he proteſted, hee was ne- 
uerſo much honoured of any in his life. 
. After hisdeparture, the Negroe'fore-mentioned,' be. 
ing' examined more'fully , confirmed this report ofthe 
Gold-and-Siluer, with many other incelligences of im- 
portance, eſpecially how we might baue Gold and Siluer 
enough if weewould, by meanes of the Symeroxs, whom 
though he had berrayed diuers times (being vied therero 
by his-Mifters): ſo that hee 'knew they would kill him; if 
they gathim : yet if our Captaine' would: vadertake bis 
| | protecion,, 
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proteRion, he durſt aduenture his life, becauſe he knew 


our Captaines name was moſt pretious and highly ho- 
noured of them, 


This report miniſtred occaſion to further conſultation: ' 


for which, becauſe this place ſeemed not the ſafeſt ; as 
being neither the healthieſt not quiereſt. The next day in 
the morning we all ſet our-courle for the He of Pinnes or 
Port Plentte, where we had left our Ships, cominuingall 
thac day, and the nexr, till towards night betore we reco« 


uered ic. We wete the longer in this courſe; for that our. 
Capraine ſent away his brother and E/# Hixon to the 


weſtward, toſearch the Riucr of Chagro, where himſelife 
had beene the yeere be/ore, and yer was carefull to gaine 


more notice of: ir being a Riuer which rendeth tothe. 


Southward, within [ix leagues of Pawamab, where is a lit- 
tle towne called Yenta Craz, whericeallthetrealure, thae- 
was vſually brought thither from Panameh by Moyles, 
was imbarqued in Frigates, downe the River into the 
North ſea, and ſo to Nombre de Dios. It.gbberh and 
flowerh nat farre into the land, and therefore ir: askerch 
three dayes rowing witha tine Pinnace to paſſe from rhe: 
mouth to Yenta Cruz, but one day and a night ſerueth ro 
returne downe the Rtuer. 

At our returneto our Ships, in out conſultation, Cap- 
taine Ranſe forecalting diuers doubts, of our ſais conti- 
nuance vpon that coait, being now diſcovered, was wil- 
ling to depart: and our Captaine no lefle willing to dif- 
miſle him: and therefore as ſoone as our Pinnaces retur- 
ned from Chagro, with ſuch aduertifements as they were 


ſent for, about eight dayes before': Captaine Rauſe tooke - 


hisleaue, leauing vs inthe Ileaforelaid, where wee had 
remained five or fix dayes.' In which meane time, ha- 
uing put all chings in a readinefſe, our*Capraine refol- 
ued , with his ewo Ships and three Pinnaces to goe to 
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Carthagene , whither in ſayling we ſpent ſome (ixe dayes, 
by —_—_ of the calmes which came often vpon vs : but 
all chis time we attempted nothing that wee might haue 
done by the way, neither at 7o/o#, nor otherwhere, be- 
cauſe we would not be diſcovered. 

Wecame to anchor with our two ſhips in the evening 
in ſeuen fadome water , betweenethe llands of Chareſha 
and Saint Barnard: : our Captaine led the three Pinnaces, 
about the Iland, intothe Harbour of Carihagene; where 
at the very entry , hee found a Frigate at anchor, aboard 
which was onely one old man; who being demanded, 
where the reſt of his company was? anſwered, that they 
were goneaſhoarcin their Gundeloe that euening,to fighe 
about a Miſtris : and voluntarily related ro our Capraine 
that two houres before night , there paſt by them a Pin- 
nace, with Sayleand Oares, as faſt as cuer they could 
row, calling tohim , whether there had not beene any 
Engliſh or Frenchmen there lately ? And vpon anſwere 
that there had beene none: they bid them-looke to them- 
ſelues : that within an hotire , that this Pinnace was 
come} to the vtterlide of Carihagene, there were many 
great Peeces ſhot off, whereupon one going to top, to 
deſcry what might be the cauſe? Eſpied, ouer the Land, 
divers Frigates and ſmall ſhipping , bringing themſelues 
within the Caſtle. 

This report our Captaine credited, therather, forthat 
himſelfe had heard the report of the Ordnance, at Sea, 
and perceiued ſufficiently , that hee was now deſcryed: 
notwithſtanding , in farther examination , of this olde 
Mariner, hauing vnderſtood, that there was, within the 
next point,, a great ſhip of Siucll , wbich had here dif- 
charged her loding , and rid now with her yards acroſle, 
being toind the next morning for faint Domingo : our 
Capraine tooke this old man into his Pinnace to verifie 

b | that 
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that which he had informed, and rowed towards this 
Ship,which as we came neercir, hailed vs,as king whence 
our Shallops were? we anſ{wered, from Nombre de Dios: 
ſtraight way they railed andreuiled : we gaueno heed to 
their words: but euery Pinnace, according to our Cap- 
taines order: one on the ſtarboord bough, the other on 
the ſtarboord quarter,and the Captaine in the midſhipon 
the ſtarboord l1de, forthwith boarded ber, though wee 
had ſome difficultie to etiter,by reaſon of her height, being 
of ewo hundred fortie Tunne. Bur as ſoone as weentred 
vponthe decks, we threw downethe gates and ſpardecks, 
to preuent the Spaniards from annoying vs with their 
cloſe fights : who then perceiuing that we were poſleſſed 
of their Ship, ſtowed themſelues all in hold with their 
weapons, except two or three yonkers, who were found 
afore the beetes : when having light out of our Pinnaces, 
we found no dangerofthe enemie remaining, we cut their 
Cables at halſe, and with our three Pinnaces, towed her 
withour the Iland,into the ſound rightafore the Towne, 
without danger of their great ſhot. 

Meane while the Towne having intelligence hereof, 
by their watch, tooke th'alarme , rung out their Bels, 
ſhot ofabourt thirtie Peeces of great Ordinance, put all 
their men in areadinefſe horſe and foote, came downe to 
the very point of the wood, and diſcharged their Calt- 
uers, to impeach vsifthey might in going forth. 

The nextmorning our Ships tooke two Frigates, in 
which were two, who called themſelues the Kings Scr#- 
aaxos, the one of Carthagene, th'other of Yeragna, with 
ſeuen Marriners and two Negroes: who had beene at

Nombre de: Dios and were now bound for Cathagene, with. 


double letters of aduiſe , to certifie them that Capraine 
Drake had beene at Nombre de Dios, had takes it , and had 


it wot beene that hee was hurt with ſome bl:ſedſhot, byall 
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likelthood he had ſackt it: he was yet ſtill vpos the Coaft: they 
ſhould therefore carefally prepare for him. | 

Aftcr that our Captaine had brought all his fleet to- 
gether: at the Scriuanos entreaties, he was content to doe 
them all fauour, in ſetting them and all their companies 
alhoare; and (o bare thence with the Ilandsot Saint Bey- 
nards , about three leagues oft the towne : were we found 
great ſtore of filth for our refreſhing. 

Here ovr Captaine conſidering that he was now diſco- 
uered , vpon two of the cheetelt places of all the Coaſt, 
and yet not meaning, to leaue it, till hee had found the 
Simcrons , and made bis voyage, as bee had conceiued, 
which would require ſome length of time, and ſure man. 
ning of his Pianaces , hee determined with himlclfe, ro 
burne one of his Ships;/and make of the othera ſtore- 
houſe, that his Pianaces: (which covld not otberwiſle) 
might be throughly man'd, and fo hee might be able'rg 
abideany time. But knowing the attction of his com. 
pany, how loath they were to leaue elther of their Ships, 
being both ſo good Saylers and 1o well furnilled, kee 
purpoled in himf-lfe by fome policie, to make them 
moſt willing to eff:& that he intended. And therefore ...- 
ſentfor one 7 homas Moone ( who was Carpenterin tie 
Swanne) and raking bim into ais Cabin, chargeth him 
-toconceale tora time, a piece of ſeruice, which he muſt 
in any caſe conlent to doe aboord bis owne Ship: that 
was; inthe middle of the ſecond watch, to go downe 
ſecretly into the well of the Ship, and with a great ſpikes 
gimlet, to boare three tioales, as neere the keele as hee 
could, and lay ſomething again!tic, that the forceof the 


Wacerentring , mighe make no greatnoiſe, nor be diſco- 


uered by boyling vp : Thomas Aoone at the bearing here. 
of beiug vtterly diſmaied, delired to know what cauſe 


of 
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vf his owne, new, and Rtrong, andchat by his meanes, 
who had beene in ewoſo rich and: gainefull voyages in 
her wich himſelle heretofore : If his brother, the Maſter; 
and the reſt of.the company ſhould know of ſuch his fa&, 
he thought verily they would kill him. But when our 
Captaine had imparted to him his cauſes, and bad per- 
ſwaded him with promiſe that it ſhould not be knowne, 
till all of them fhould be gladot ir; hervndertooke it, 
and did it accordingly. 


The next mori:ing our Captaine tooke his Pinnace / 


veric early, -purpultag togo a fiſbing ( for that thero is 
verie great ſtorein all the Coaſt) and talling a boord the 
Swanne, calleth for his brother to go with him , who ri- 
ſing ſuddenly, anſwereth that he would follow preſently, 
or it it would pleaſe him to ftaya verielittle, he would at- 
tend him. Our Capraine precciuing the feate wrought, 
would not haſten him, but in rowingaway, demanded of 
them, why their Barke was ſo deepe ? as making no ac+ 
count of ic : but by occaſion of this demand , his brother 
ſent one downe to the Steward to knew whether there 
were any water inthe-Ship ? or what other cauſe might 
be? The Steward haſtily tepping downe at his vſuall 
Sknttle , was wer'vp to the watte,. and ſhifting with 
more haſte to come vp againe as if the water had 
followed bim , cryed out that the Ship was full of was 
ter. There was no neede to baſten the companic, ſome 
to pumpe, others to ſearch for the leake, which the 
Captaine of the Barke ſeeing they did onall hands verie 
willingly, be followed his brother, and certified him of 
the ſtrange chance befalne them that night ; that where» 
as they had not pumpt twiſe in ſ1xe weekes before, now 
they had (ixe foote-water in hold: therefore he delfi- 
teth leaue from attending him in fiſhing, to 1ntend 


the. 
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the ſearch and remedic ofthe leake :and when our Cap- 


taine with his companic profered to go to helpe them, he 
anſwered, they had men enough aboord,and prayed him 
to continue his fiſhing , that they might haue ſome part 
of it for their dinner. Thus returning, he found his com- 
panie had taken great paines, but had freed the water ve- 
rie little: yet ſuch was their loue to the Barke (as our 
Captaine well knew ) that they ceaſed not, but to the vt- 
moſtof their ſtrength, laboored all that they might cill 
threein the afternoone: by whichtime, the companie 
perceiuing, that though they had beene relieued by our 


. Captaine | himſelfe and many of his companie, yet they 


were not able to free aboue a foote and a haife of water, 
and could haue no likelihood of finding the leake, had 

now 4 lefleliking of herthen before, and greater content 
to heare of ſome means for remedie:whereupon our Cap- 
taine conſulting with them whar they thought beſt to bee 
done : found that they had moredelire to haueall as hee 
thought fit, then iudgement to conceiue any meanes of 
remedie. And therefore he propounded , that himſelfe 
would goe. into the Pinnace, till-hee could.prouide 

ſome; handfome Frigate, and that his brother ſhould 

be Captaine inthe admirall, and the Maſter ſhould alſo 

be there placed with him, inftecd of, this: which Zeing 
they could not ſaue, he would haue fired, that the enemy 
might neuer recourr her : but firſtallthe Pinnaces ſhould 
be brought abaord-her, that every one might take our of 
her whatſoever they Tacke or liked. This, though the 
company at the firſt marueiled at, yet preſently it was pure 
in execution and performed that night : our Captaine 

had bis defire, and menenovgh for his Pinnaces. | 

i. Thenextmorning, we reſolued- to ſecke out ſome fit 

plaue, in the ſound'of Dorriexne, where we might ſafely 

leane our Ship at Ancor, not diſcouerable by the enemy,

who thereby might imagine vs quite departed from the 
Coaſt, and we the meene time beter follow our purpoſes 
with our Pinnaces; of which our Captaine would him- 
ſelfe take two to Ris Grande, and thethird leaue with his 


brother to ſeckethe Symerons.. 


| | Vpoathisreſolutiony we fer laile preſenely for the ſays _4ug. 21. 


Sound, whictr within fiuc:dayes werecoucred;abſteining 
of purpoſe; from all ſuch occationas might binder our 
determination, or bewray our being-vpon the Coaſt. As 
ſooneas- we arriued, where our Captaine intended, and 
hadchoſena fit and convenient road (outol all trade)for 
our z we' repoſed our ſelaes there, for ſome. fif- 
teetic dayes, keepingour ſelues clofe, that the 'bruite of 
our being vpon che Coaſt might ceaſe. 
- But in the meane timewee were not idle for befides 
ſuch 'ordinurie workes;' as owr Captaine euerie moneth * 
did vſually murevs co, aboutthe rrimming-and ficring of 
his Pinnaces3for their better {ailing and -rowing : hee 
cauſed vs to rid's large' plot of ground, both of Trees 
and Brakes and co build vs houſes; ſufficient” for all-our 
lodging; and one elpecially for all our publique mee- 
tings, wherein the Negro which fledto vs before did vs 
great1eraice, as being well acquainted 'with the Coun- 
trey, and their-meanes of building. Our Archers made 
themſelues Butcs ro ſhoot ar, becauſe wee had many that 
delighted in that Exerciſe, and wanted not a Fletcher 
ro:keepe our: Bawesand Arrowes in-order.- -Thereſt of 
the company, ecneric one as hee liked beſt; made! his dif- 
portat Bowles, Quoits, Keiles, &c. For our Capraine 
allowed one balfe of their company to paſle their time 
thas; euerie other day interchangeably, che orher halfe 
dtothe neceſſarie workes, about our Ship 
and Pinnaces, andthe proutding of fretts victuall, Fiſh, 
Conies, &c. whereof chere is great 
E plentie. 
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plentie. Here: opr Smiths ferwvp: their. Forge; cas they we 


ſed; being furniſhed our 6f Z»glandmmuhi Anbill, Irony 
Coales, and all manner of dcicllaties which food vsin 
great ſtead. BIEN» IE LEN) WA 07 94 23g) 21.8 
Atthe end of theſe fifteene dayes; tmrCaptaine lex 
uing his'/Ship inhis brothers charge, co-keepealrhings in 
ordcr, himſelfe tooke with hit, according tohis former 
determination,two Pinnacesfor Rio Grand, and paſhng 
by Carthagene, but out of ſight, when wee were within 
two leagues of the Riuer,: wee landed to the Weſtwards 
on the maine, where.we ſaw-greavſioterot Cartie. There 
we found ſome Indians, who atking vs io friendly ſort,in 
broken Sp#ni/h, what we wad haney and vnderſtanding 
that we deſired freſh viftuals in traffiquez they rooke 
fuch' Cale far vs;as we needed; withealc and ſo readily, 
aSikthey bad aſpeciall commandmentouer them, where. 
2s they: would not:abide vs: to tome neere: thetn': And 
this alſo they:did willingly, becauſe our Captaine (accors 
ding to his cuſtorhe)contented'them forthejr paines,with 
fuch thingsas they account greatly-of,. in ſuch ſort that 
they promiſed, wee ſhould'bave these of them at_any 
time, what we would! 1 01 2 plying 29.011 
T he ſameday we departed thenceto Ri2 Grand; where 
wee entred aboutthree of the cdockein the afedr-noone; 
Thereare two entrings into this River, of which wee ens 
tred the Weſtermoſt called Bocachica, The freſhet of 
this Riuetis ſo great; thatwe being halfe league from 


_ the mouthot ir, hllediteſh waterfor our beverage.” 


Fromthree aclocke till darke night we rowed vpthe 
treame, but the current was ſo ſtrong downewards, that 
wee got but two. leagues all thattime, VVee moared our 
Pinnaces to atree that nighe: for that preſently with the 
clofing of the euening, there fell a monſtrous ſhowerof 
rine, with ſuch Rrange and terrible claps of ag» 4 
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fla{lies.of lightning; as made vs, notalictle to maruell ar, 
alchough our Captaine had beene acquainred with fuch 
like in:that Countrey, and old vs that chey continne ſel. 
dom longer then three quarters of an houre. This ſtorme 
was no ſooner ceaſt, but ic became verie calme,and:there- 
with-there came ſuch an innumerable mulcitude,ofa kind 
of flies of that Countrey called Muskitos (like our Gnats) 
which bite ſo ſpitefully, thatwee could nor reſt all that 
night, nor finde meanes to defend our ſelues from them, 
by. reaſon of: the heat of the Countrey :'the beſt remedy 
we then found againſt them, was the iuyceof Lymons. 

. Atthe breake of day we departed, rowing in the eddy, 
and haling-vp by the trees where the eddy failed, with 
great labour, by fpels, without ceaſing, each company 
their halfe houre glafle, without meeting any, till about 
three a clock after noone, by whicatime we could get but 
fiue leagues abead: Then we eſpied a Canow with two 
Indians fiſhing in the Riuer z but we ſpake not to them, 
leſt ſo we might be deſcryed : nor they to vs, astaking vs 
to be Spanyards. But within an houre after we eſpied ccr- 
taing hotſes ontheorher (ide of the Riuer,. whole chan- 
nell is rwentie fiuefathome deepe,and his bredth ſogrear, 
thata mancan ſcantly be diſcerned from (ideto fide. Yer 
a Spanyard which kept thoſe houſes, had eſpied our Pin. 
naces, and thinking we had been his Country-men,made 
aſmoake; for a ſignall rorurne that way, as being deſi- 
rus to-ſpeake with vs. After that,we eſpying this ſmoak, 
had made with it,and. were halfe the River over, he whea- 
ued.vs with his hat, and bis long hanging (leeues to come 
a ſhoare: But as we drew neerer vato him, heediſcerned 
that we were.notthoſe he looked for, be took his heeles, & 
fled from his houſes, which we foundto be finein number, 
all full of white Ruske;dried Bacon,thatCountry Cheeſe 
(like Holland: Cheeſeran faſhion; but farre'more delicate 
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in taſte, of which tbey ſend into Spine as: ſpecial Pre- 
ſents) many ſores of ſweet meats, and Conferues, with 
great ſtore of ſugar, being prouided to ſerve the Fleet re- 
turning to Sparne, | 

With this ſtore of vituals we loaded our Pinnaces,and 
by the ſhutting in of the day we were ready to depart; for 
that wee haſtned the rather, by reaſon of an intelligence 
giuen vs by certaine Indian Women which wee foundin 
thoſe houſes: that the Frigates (theſe are ordinarily thir= 
tie, or vpwards, which-vſually tranſport the merchandife 
ſent out of Spaine to Carthagene, from thence to theſe 
houſes, and fo in great Canoas vp bence into Nucrve Rey- 
20, for which, the River running many hundred leagues 
within the land, ſerueth verie fitly ,-and returne in ex- 
change,the gold andtreaſure, filuer, viAuals and commo- 
dities, which that Kingdome yeeldeth abundantly:) were 
not yet returned from Carthagene, ſince the firſt alarum 
they tooke of our being there. 

As wee weregoing aboord our Pinnaces from theſe 
Store-houſes, the Indians of a great Towne called Yils 
del Rey,lome two miles diftant from the waters fide where 
weclanded, were brought downe by the Spanyerds into 
the buſhes, and ſhot their arrowes ;z but we rowed downe 
the ſtreame, wich the current (for that the winde was a- 
painſt vs) onely oneJeague, and becauſe it was nighr, an- 
choredeill the morning, when wee rowed downetothe 
mouth of the Riner, where wee vnladed all our proviſie 
ous, and clenſed our Pinnaces, according to onr' Cap» 
taines cuſtome, and tooke irin againe, and the ſame'day 
went to the Weſtward. | 

In this returne we deſcrieda Ship, a Barke, and a Fri- 
gate, of which the Sbip and Frigate went for Carthagene, 
but the Barke was bound to the Northwards, with 
the winde Eafterly, ſo that wee imagined ſhee had -_

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old ar treaſure going ifor: Spdive : therefore iwegauc her 
Sk but taking-her, and aoding.nothiagof importance 
in her, vnderſtatiding that ſhe was bound for Sugar and 
Hides, welet hergone, and hauing agood gale of winde, 
cantinued our formercourle toour Shipgad company. ' 


In the way betweene Carthagentand Tolaw; wee tooke Scept. 12. 


fineor lixe Frigates, which were laden fromTolosy with 
live Hogs, Hens and Maiz, which we call Gyynie wheate: 
ofthele bauing gotten what intelligence they could give; 
of their preparacions for vs,anddivers opinions of vs, was 
diſmiſſed all the men, onely ftaying two Frigates with vs 
becauſe they were ſo well ſtored with good vittualls. 
Within thtee dayes after we arrined at theplace which 
our Captaine choſeat firſt toleave his Shipin, which was 
called by our Companie Port-plentie, by reaſon wee 
brought in chither continually allmanner:ſtore of good 
victuals, which we tookegoing that way by Sea; for the 
victualling of Carthagewe and Nombre de Dioy, as alſo the 
Fleetes going & comming out of 'Spaz#e:ſo that if we bad 
beene two thouſand, yea three thouſand perſons, wee 
might with our Pinnaces cafily haue prouided them ſuf- 
ficient vituall of Vine, Meale,Ruske,Caſſauy, (a kinde 
of Bread made of a roote called 7uccs, whoſe iuyce is 
poyſon, but the ſubſtance good and wholeſome)dryed 
Beefe, dryed Filh,liue Sheepe, live Hogs ;aboundance of 
Hens, beſides the infinite ftore:of daintie freſh very eaſily 
to be taken cuery day. Inſomuch that be were forced to- 
build foure ſeuerall Magazines or ſtore-houſes, ſome 
tenne, ſome twentic leagues a funder, ſome in Ilands, 
fome in the maine, prouiding our ſelnes'in diners places, 
that chough'the Enemie ſhould with force ſurpriſe any 
one, yet we might be ſufficiently furniſhed, ill we bad 
made our voyage as wee did hope.”:In building of 
theſe , our Negroes helpe was very much; as having a 
E 3 ſpectall 
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ſpeciall-skill ;:idthe ſpredy ereQioniof ſuch houſes: 
This our ſtare was dyoby; as thereby werelecued , not 

onely our ſelues and the Symerevs, while they were with 


vs, butalſoltwo: French Ships in extreme want. Forin - 


our abſence Captaine iohnDrakehauing one of our Pin- 
naces 85 Wasappointedz.went in with-the maine, aridas 
herowedataote the ſhoare;;; where he was direfted by 
Diegothe Negroe aforeſaid, which willingly came vnto vs 
at Nowbre deD1ivs,, bee elpicd certaineot the Sywerons, 
with whomehe dealeſo cfteftually, thatin concluſion he 
lef; two okour men with cheir-Leader; and brought a- 
board twojoftheirs: agreeing that they thould meete him 
againe the next day ,--at.a River.midway betweene 
the Cabezaes; and our :Ships, which they named Xo 
Dieee.- 7, v4 YUBLYS | ', 
Theſe two'being very ſenſiblemen, choſenone bytheir 
Commande; did with all reverence and reſpe&, declare 
ynto our Captaine ,: thac their Nation conceived-great 
toy of bis arriuall,, becauſe they knewhim to.be an enemy 
tothe Spaniards, not anely by this late being in Nombre 
d& Dios, but allo. by his/former voyages, 'and therefore 
wereready,to aſhilt and fauour hiventerpriſes againſt his 
and-theig' Enemies to thervittexrmoſt : and' to that” end: 
their Captaine and Companie, did tay atthis-prefent 
neerethe mouth of Rio Drego, to attend what anſwer and 
order ſhould be given them: thar they would hauemar- 
ched by lapd, euen to this place, buttharthe way is ve- 
rie long, and more troubleſome, by reaſon of manyſteepe 
Mountaines, dcepe Ribers and thicke brakes: deſiring 
therefore, that it might pleaſe our Captaine to take ſome 
order, as hethought beſt, with all conuenient fpeedin: 
this bebalfe. Ott: Captaine confidering the ſpeeth-of 
theſe perſons, and weighing it. with his former intelli- 
genccs had, not onely by Negroes! but Spaniards. alfo. 
whereof

Ax qur firſt meeting when our Captaine had moved 
them, ro ſhew him rhe meanes which they had ro furniſh 
him with gold and (ileer : they' anſwered plainely , that 
had they knownegold had beene his deſire, they could 


have ſatisfied him wirh-ſtore ; which for che preſenc they 


could not do, becaufe the'Rivers, in which they had 
luncke :great: ſtore, which they had 'raken from the 
Spaniards 
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Spaniards, rather to deſpite them then for loue of gold, 
were now ſo high, thatthey could nor getit out of ſuch 
depths for him, and becauſe the Spaniards in theſe rainy 
monethsdoe not ve to carrietheir treaſure by land, 

' Thisanſweralthough ic were ſomewhat vnlooked for, 
yet nothing diſcontented vs, but rather perſwaded vs far- 
ther of their honeſt and faithfull meaning towards vs, 
Therefore our Captaine to entertaine theſe five moneths, 
commanded all our Ocdnance and Artillcrie a ſhoare, 
with all our other prouiſions : ſending his Pinnaces co the 
maine, to bring ouer great trees, to makea Fort yponthe 
ſame land, for the planting of all our Ordnancetherein, 
and for our ſateguard,ifthe Enemy in all this time ſhould 


chance to come. 


Our Symerons cut downe Palmito boughes and bran- Sepz. 24. 


ches, and with wonderfull ſpeed raiſed vp two large hau- 
ſes for all our Company. Our Fort was then made (by 
reaſon of the place) triangle wiſe with maine timberand 
earth, of which the Trench yeelded vs good ſtore, ſothar 
we madeir thirteene foot in height. 


But afrer we had continued vpon this Tland foureteene 0706. 7, 


dayes, our Captaine hauingdetermined, with three Pin- 
naces to goe for Carthagene, left his brother lohn Drake, 
ro gouerne theſe who remained behinde with the Syme- 
rons, to finiſh the Fort which hee had begun : for which 


he appormed him to fetch boords and plancks, as many 


as bis Pinnace would carrie; from the prize which wee 
tooke at Rio Grand, and left at theCatiuzes, where ſhee 
drauea ſhore and wracked, in our abfence: but now ſhee 
might ſerue verie commodiouſly to ſupply our vſes, in 
making Platformes tor our Ordnance. "Thus our Cap- 
taine and his brother tocke their leaue, the cne to the 
Eaſtward, and the other to the Catinaws. 


That night wee came to an Ile, which hee called

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Sparkite Tland, becauſe we found there great ſtore of ſuch 
a kindea bird in ſhape, but verie delicate, of which wee 
kitled and roſted many, ſtaying there till the nexr day 
mid-noone when wedeparted thence : And about foure 
aclocke recouered a big [land in our way, where we ſtay- 
edall nigbt, by reaſon that there was great ſtore of fiſh, 
and eſpecially of a great kind of ſhell-fiſh of a foot long, 
we called them Phelkes, 

Thenext morning we were cleere of theſe [landsand 
Shoales, and haled off into the Sea. About foure dayes 
after, necre the Hands of Saint Bernards, wee chaſed two 
Frigates a ſhore: and recouering one of the Jlands, made 
our abode there ſome twe dayes, to waſh our Pinnaces 
and rake of the fiſh. 

Thence wee went towards T o/on, and that day landed 
neere the Townein a garden, where wee found certaine 
Indians, who delivered vs their bowes and arrowes, and 
gathered for vs ſuch fruitasthe Garden did yeeld, being 
many ſorts of daintie fruits and roots, ftill contenting 
them for that we received: our Captaines principall in- 
tent in taking this and other places by the way, not being 
for any other cauſe, bur onely to learne true intelligences 
of the ſtate of the Countrey and of the Fleets. 

Hence we departed preſently,and rowed towards Che- 
refha the Tland of Carthagene, and entred in at Bocha Chi- 
ca,and having the winde large, wee failed in towards the 
Citie, and lerfall our Grappers betwixt the Tland and the 
maine, rightouer againſt the goodly Garden Tland. In 


- which our Captaine would not ſuffer vs to land, notwith- 


ſtanding our imporcunate defire, becauſe hee knew it 
might be dangerous : for that they are wont to ſend Soul- 
diers thither, when they know any men of warre vpon 
the Coaſt, which we found accordingly : for within three 
boures after, paſſing by the point of the Iland, wee _ 2 
volley 
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valley of an hundred ſhot from them, and yet there was 
but one of our men hurc. 
This euening wee departed to Sea, and the day fol- 006. 17, 

lowing, being ſome two leagues off the Harbour, wee 
rookea Barke, and found that the Captaine and his wife 
with the better ſort of the paſlengers, had forſaken her, 
| and'were gone aſhore in their Gundelow « by occalion 


whereof wee boorded: without reſiſtance, though they 
were verie well prouided, with ſwords andrargers, and 
ſome ſraall ſhor, beſides foureiron Baſes. She was about 
| fiftie Tunne, hau!ngten Mariners, five or {ix Negroes, 
great ſtore of ſope and ſweet meats, bound from Sainc 
| Domingoto Carihagene. This Captaine left behinde him 
| - afilke Ancient with bis Armes, as might be thought in | 
' haſtie departing. | 
| Thenextday we ſentallthe company a ſhoreto ſecke gz, ;« | 
| their Mafters, ſauing a young Negrito of three or foure Pg: | 
: | yeeres old, which we brought away, but kept the Barke, 
| andin her, bore into the mouth of Carthagene Harbour, 
| where weanchored, | 
That afternoon,certaine horſe-men came downeto the 
| point by the VWood fide, and with the Scriu4n0 foremen- 
| tioned, came towards our Barke with a Flag of Truce,de- 
| firing of our Captaine ſafe conduct for his comming and | 
going: the which being granted, he came aboord vs, gi- | | 
uing .our- Captaine great thankes for his manifold fa- 
nours, &c. promiſing that night before day breake, to [| 
bring as much vietuall as they would delire, what ſhifc | 
ſocucr hee made, or what danger ſocuer hee incurr'd of | 
| law and puniſhment. But this fell out to be nothing bur 
L adeuice of the Gouernour forced vpon the Scrivans, to 
delay time,tilchey might prouide theraſeJues of ſuhcient 
ſtrength to cntrap vs: for which this fellow, by his ſmooth 


ſpeech, was thoughta fit meane. So by Sunne _ 006, 19, 
6 when 
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when we perceiued his words but words, wee put to Sea 
to the Weſtward ot the land, ſome-three leagues off, 
where welay at Hull the reſt ot all charday and night. 
The next day in the afternoan, there came out of Car- - 
thegene, two Frigates bound for Saint Domingo, the one 
of hiftie, the other of twelue Tunne, bauing nothing in 


them but ballaſt: werooke them within aleague. of the 


Towne, and came to anchor with them, within: Saker 
{hot of the Eaſt Bulwarke : there were in thoſe Frigates 
ſome twelue or thirteene common Mariners, which in- 
rreatedco be feta {hoare : tothem our Captaine gauethe 
great Frigates Gundelow, and diſmiſſed them. 

The next morning, when they came downeto the We- 
fter point witha flag of Truce,our Captaine manned one 
of his Pinnaces and rowed a ſhoare: when we were with- 
in.a Cables length of the ſhoare, the Spaniards fled, hi- 
ding themſelues in the Woods, as being afraid of our 
Ordnance; butindeed to draw vs onto land confidently, 
andto preſumeof our ſtrength. Our Captaine comman- 
ding the Grapnell to becaſt out of the ſterne, vecred the 
Pinnacea ſhoare, -and as ſoone as ſhee touched the ſand, 
hee alone leapt a ſhoare in their (fight, co declare thar 
bee durſt ferhis foot a land, but ſtayed not among them: 
to let chem know, that though hee had nor ſufticient 
forces to conquer them , yet hee had ſufficient. iudge- 
ment to take heed of them. And therefore perceiving 
their intent, as ſoone as our Captaine was aboord, wee 
haled off ypon our Grapner andrid a while, They pre- 
ſently came forth vpon the ſand, and ſent a youth, as with 
a meſſage from the Gouernour, to know what our intent 
was, to [tay thus vpon the Coaft? Our Captaine anſwe- 
red, hee meant totraffique with them: for hee had Tin, 
Pewter, Cloth, and other Merchandiſe that they nee- 
ded. The youth ſwam backe againe with this anſwer : 

an 
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and was preſencly returned; with another meſſage : that, 
the King had forbiddento erafhque with any forraine 
Nation for any commodities , except Powder and Shot, 
of which if wee had any ſtore, they would be his Mar- 
chants;he anſwered,that he was come from his Countrie, 
to exchange his commodities tor Gold and Siluer, and is 
not- purpolſcd to returie without his errand. They are 
like (in his opinion) to have little reſt, if thatby faire 
meanes they would not traftique with him. Hegaue this 
Meſſenger a faire Shirt for areward, and fo returned 
him : who rowled his ſhirt about his headand ſwamme 
very ſpeedily. [ : 

We heard no anſwer allthat day, and therefore to- 
ward night we went aboord our Frigats and repoſed our 
ſelues, ſetting and keeping very orderly all that night our 
watch, with great an4 ſmall ſhot. | | 

The next morning the winde which had beene Welt- 
erly inthe cuening,, altered to the Eaſtward. Aboutrthe 
dawning ofthe day , wee eſpied two Sayles turning to- 
wards vs, whereupon our Captaine weighed with his 
Pinnaces, leauing theewo Frigates vamand. 'But when 
we were come ſomewhat nigh them, the winde-calmed, 
and we were faine torow towardsthem,tilltharapproch- 
ing vcrie nigh we ſaw many heads peering ouer boord. 
For, as we perceiued, theſe two Frigates were mand and 
_ fet foorth out ofCarthagene, to fight with vs; andaricaſt 
to empeach orbufle vs, whiles by ſome meanes' or other 
they might recouer the Frigates from vs: but our'Cap- 
taine preuented both their drifts. For commanding 794 
Oxnam to {tay with the one Pinnace, to entertaine theſe 
two men of warre, himſelfe inthe other made luch ſpeed, 
that bee gate to his Frigates which he had left at An- 
chor, and cauſed the Spamrards ( who inthe meanetime 


had gotten aboord in a ſmall Canow thinking to hane

towed them within the danger of their ſhor ) to make 


greater haſte thence, then they did chicher. For be found 


that io ſhifting chence, fome of chem were faine co ſwim a 
land(the Canow not being able to receive them)and had 
left their apparell, ſome their Rapiers and Targets, ſome 
their Flaskes and Calliners behinde them, although they 
were towing away of one of them : therefore con- 


fidering thac we could not man them , we ſuncke the one, - 


burne the other, giuing them to vnderſtand by this,that 
.we perceived thcir ſecret praQiſes. 

;/This being done ,.he returned to 7obn Oxnam, who all 
this while lay by the men of warre without profftering 
of fight. And aſloone as our Captaine was come vp to 
theſe Frigates, the wind blew much from the ſea, ſo that, 
we be being betwixt the ſhoare & them, were in amanner 
forced to beare roomeinto the Harbor before them , to 
the greatioy of the Spaniards who beheld ir, in ſuppo- 
ſing , that we would {till haue fled before them. But a(- 
ſoone as we were inthe Harbor, and felt ſmooth water, 
our;Pinnaces ( as we wereaſſured of ) getting the winde, 
we fought with them vpon th'aduantage, ſo thar after a 
few-ſhotexchanged, and aftorme riſing, they were con- 
tentedtopreſle no neerer; Therefore as they ler fall their 
Anchors, we preſently let drop our Grapners in the 
winde of them, which the Spaziſh Souldiers ſeeing , con- 
ſidering the diſaduantage of the winde, the likelihood of 
the ſtorme to continue , and ſmall hope of doing any 
good, they wereglad to retire thernſeluesto the Towne. 
But by reaſon of the foule and rempeſtuous weather, wee 
rode ther foure dayes , feeling great cold, by reaſon wee 
hadſuch fore raines 'with VVeſterly winde, and ſo little 
ſaccor in our Pinnaces. 

The fift day after, there came in a Frigate from the ſea, 
which ſeeing vs make cowards her, ranne _— a 
oare 
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ſhoare, vnhanging her Rudder and taking away her 
Sayles, that ſhe might not eaſily be carried away. But 
when we were come vp to her,we perceived about a hun» 
dred horſe and foote, with their furniture; came downe 
to the point ofrhe maine, where wee interchanged ſome 
ſhor with them. One of our great ſhor paſt ſo neerea 
braue Cavaliere of theirs, that thereby they were occa+ 
fioned to aduiſe themſelues, and to retreac' into the 
woods, where they might ſufficiently defend andrel- 
cue the Frigate from-vs,, and annoy vs alſo, if wee ſtayed 
long about her. Therefore we concluded to go to fea a- 
gaine, putting forth through Boca chica, with intent to 
rake downe our Maſts, vpon hope of faire wether, and to 
ride vnder the Rockes called Las Serenas, which areewo 
leagues off at ſea,as we bad vſually done aforertime,ſo that 
they could not diſcerne vs from the Rocks, But there the 
ſea was ſo mightily growne , thatwe-were forced to take 
the Harbour againe: where wee remained (ixe dayes, 
notwithſtanding the Spaniards greeued greatly at our a- 
boade there fo long, put an other deuiſe in praftiſe to 
indanger vs. 

For they ſent forth a great Shallop', a ine Gundeloe, 
and a great Canow, with certaine Spaniards with ſhot, 
and many Ivdians. with poyloned arrowes, as it ſee- 
med, with intent to begin fome fight, and: then to fly. 
For alſoone as wee rowed towards them and enterchan» 
ged ſhot, they preſently retired and went a ſhoare into 
the woods, where un Ambuſh: of ſome fixtie thor 
were laid for vs : belides two P:nnaces and a- Frigate 
warping towards vs, which were mand as- the' reſt. 
They attempted vs verie boldly, heing affiſted by thoſe 
others, which from our of the wood had gotten a+ 
board the Gundeloand Canow , and ſeeing vs bearing 
from them ( which we didin reſpect of the as” 

| they 
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they incouraged themſclues and aflured their fellowes of 
the day- But our Captaine weighing this therr atrempr, 
and being out of danger of their ſhot from the land, com. 
manding his other Pinnace to be brought a head of him, 
and to let fall their Grapners each a head the others, en- 
vironed both the Pinnaces with Bonncts , as for a cloſe 
fight, and then wheaued them aboord them. 

They kept themſelues vpon their Oarcs at Caliiuer 
ſhotdiſtance, ſpending powder apace,as we did ſometwo 
or three hovres; wehad oneof our men onely, wounded 
inthatfight:what they bad is vnknowne to vs, bur we ſaw 
their Pinnaces (hot thorow in divers places,andthe pow- 
derofone of them tooke on fire:whereupon we waighed, 
imending to beare roome, to ouer-runne them: which 
they perceiving and thinking that we wovld haue boor- 
dedchem, rowed away amaineto the defence which they 
hadinthe wood, therather becauſe they were diſappoin- 
xd of their helpe, rhat they expe&ed from the Frigate 
which was warping towards vs, but by reaſon af the 
much winde that blew , could not cometo offend vs, or 
ſuccour them. 

Thos ſecing that we were ſtill moleſted, and no hope 
remained of any purchaſe to bee had, in this place any 
longer;becaufewe were now ſo notably made knowne in 
thoſe parts, and becauſe our vituals grew ſcant, as ſoone 
as the weather waxed ſomewhat better (the wind conti- 
nuing alwayes VVelterly , ſothat wecould not rcturneto 
our\Ships) our Captaine thought belt to-goe tothe Eaſt- 
ward, towards Riogrand, along the Coatt , where wee 
had beene before, and found great ſtore of vituals. 

Butwhen after two dayes La_ , we werearrmed at 
the Villages of ſtore, where before we had furniſhed our 
ſelues with aboundance of Hens, Sheepe, Calues, Hogges, 
&c. Now wee found bare nothing, not ſo much as any 
people 
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people lefc, for that they: by. the. Spanyards <ommands 
rent were' fled to the Moungaines, and had driumn away 
all rheir' Cattle, chat we might; wot be releeped-by-them, 
Herewich beingverjc ſotrie, becauſe much gf our viuall 
in'our Pinnuces was ſpoiled; by the foule weather as Sea;. 
4nd raines ic Harbouri, a Frigate being deſcriedar:$Seare:; 
g&ved vs, andput vs in fomehope for the time, chat jn her! 
we'ſhould finde ſuthcient ; and thereupon it may eaſily 
begueſſed; bow muth we laboured to.recouer ber 2:bar. 
whenwehad boorded her, and vnderfiood; that ſhe had, 
neither meat nor money, but that ſhe was baupd for #40! 
Gawd to takdimptouifion vpontbils, aurgreas hope cON-| 
verted into griefe. Ti>nif, 
Wee endured with our allowance! ſenen orcightdayes 
more, proceeding to the Eaſtwards, andbearing room: 
for San: CAartha, vpon hbpe' to, finde:fome. thippingi 
M+the:Road;'or Limpers:oh the rotkes; or ſudcbur a: 
gainſt the ftormein that good Harbour: Being atrived,;, 
arid ſeeing no' ſhipping, wee anghared; vader the: Vee 
Fexpoint,' wheteis high land; and,as: weethbughe, free 
im fafetie om the Towne; which:isild the bottome: of 
theBay, notimending co land there,! bechuſe wee knew: 
thatirwasfortified,'and chat they had intelligence of vs, 
But the Spanyardsknowing vs to bee Menof warre, and: 
miffiking cfvav'wee'hould ſhroud ivnder their rockes, 
without*thelr leave; bad conveyed (fore thirtie or fortie 
ſhot among; the! cliffes, which anvoyed vs ſo. ſpitefully 
and {> vnreuengedly (for that they lay hidden bebinde 
the rockes, bm wee'lay open to-them)! that wee were 
ſobhe wearie of our: Harbour; ! 2nd enforced;: forall the 
ſttorme without, and want within, to putto Sea,rwhichr 
thonphthefe eernies of ours wore ivell contenntd-with- 
MM yer for x farewell;as\wecame'opeis of the Tawne,thty 
ſent vs a-Culuetic thor, which waders neere-efcape; far 
SUEG e- it 
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it fell betweene'onr: Pinaaces, as wee were vpon cbnfe- 
rence of what was belt ro beedohe. The Company ad- 
uifed, char if it pleaſed bim, they might pur themſelucs 
aland ſome place to the Eaſt-ward to get vituals, and ra- 
ther hope for courtelic of the Countrey people,then con- 
tinue at Sea, in ſo long cold, and: great a ſtorme in ſo 
leakea Pinnace. Butour Captaine would in nv wiſe like 
of thar aduice, hee thought it berrer ro beare vp towards 
Rio de Hacs, or Corizao, with hope there to bauc plentie 
without great reſiltance,' becauſe hee knew, either the 
Hands were not verie populous,or elſe it were verie like- 
| = there would bee found ſhips of viRuall in a.rea- 
inefle. 

The Company of che other Pinnace anſwered, that 
they would willingly follow bim thorow the world, bur 
in'this 'they could nor ſee how , either their Pinnace 
ſhould live in that Sea, without being eateh vp inthat 
ſtorme, or they chemſclues able to endure ſo long time, 
with ſo flender prouifton as they had, vis. onely one 
Gammonof Baconand thirtie pound of Bisket for eigh- 
teenemen. Our Captaine replyed, that they were bercer 
provided then himſelfe was, who had but one: Gammon 
of Bacon, and fortic pound of Biskert for bis twentie 
foure-men: and therefore hee doubted not but they 
would take ſuch'part as hee did, and willingly depend 
vpon Gods Almightie prouidence, which neuer failerh 
them that truſt in him : with that he hoyſed his fore-ſaile, 


. andſert his courſe for Corizao, which the reſt perceiving, 


with forrowfull hearts in reſpetof the weake Pinnace, 
yet deſirous tofollow their Captaine, conſented.to take 
the ſame courſe. | j |

what time our Capraine fentin Edward Hiveom, whobad wy, 14; 


then charge of his-Pinnace, to ſearch out ſome Harbour 
alopg the Coaſt : who having found out a lirtle one, ſome 
terror twelve leagues to the Eaſt of Sania-Mariha, 'where 
is ſounding he bad good ground and ſufficient water, pre- 
ſently returned, &our Capraine brought in his new Prize, 
Then by. promiſing libertie, and all cheir apparrell tothe 
Spanyards which we had caken, if they would bring vstro 
water and freſh vials, therather by their meanes, wee 
obtained of the inhabitants Indians, what they bad 
which was plentifull. Theſe Indians wereclothed;and go- . - 
uernedby a Spaniard which-dwelrin the nexe Towne,nor 
paſt a league off: we ſtayed thereall day, watering aid 
wooding, and providing things neceſlarie, by giving con- 
tent & ſatis/aRion cothe Indians.

Fleet, and therefore ſerno more to Sea , but ſupplyed his 
wants; both for his owne Company and the Sywerons, 
out-of his fovelgid Magazine; beſides daily out of the

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before, ſo by the way wich their arrowes, they prouided 
for vs competent ſtore from time to time. . 

They haue'everie onc of them two ſorts of arrowes, 
theone to defend himſelfe and offend the encmy, the 0+ 
ther to kill bis victuals. Theſe for fight are ſomewhat 
like the Scottiſh Arrow z onely ſomewhat longer, and 
headed with iron, wood, or filh- bones. Butthe Arrowes 

for prouiſion are of three ſorts, the firft ſerueth to kill 
any great Beaſt neere hand, as Oxe, Stag,or wilde Boare : 
this hath a head of iron of a pound anda halfe weight, 
ſhaped in forme likethe head ola jauelin or Boare-ſpeare, 
as {harpe as any knife, making ſo largeand deepe a wound, 
as can hardly be beleeued ot him that hath nor ſeeneir. 
The ſecond ſerueth for lefler Beaſts, and hath a head of 
three quarters of a pound : this he moſt viually ſhooterh. 
The third ſerneth for all manner of Birds: it bad ahead 
of an ounce weight. And theſe heads, though they bee 
of iron onely, yetare they ſo cunningly tempered, that 
they will continue a veric good edgea long time : and 
though they bee turned ſometimes, yet they will never 
or:{e|14ome breake. The neceſſitie in which they ſtand 
hereof continually , cauſeth them to haue iron in farre 
greater accountthen gold: and no man among them is of 
greatereltimation, then hee that can moſt perfeRtly giue 
this temper vnto it. 

Euerie day we were marching by Sun-riling, we conti» 
nued till ren in the forenoone, then refting (euer neere 
ſomeriver) till paſt twelue, wee marched till foure, and 
then by ſome riuers ſide, wee repoſed our ſclues in ſuch 
houſes, as either we found prepared heretofore by them, 
when they trauelled thorow theſe woods, or they daily 
built verie readily for vs, inthis manner. 

As ſooneas wee came to theplace, where we intended 
to lodge, the Symerons, preſently laying downe their 

H burthens... 
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burthens, fell to cutting of forkes or poſts, and poles or 
rafters, and Palmiro boughes, or Plantaine leaues, and 
with great ſpeed ſet vp, to the number of {ix houſes. For 
eueric of which, they firſt faſtned deepe into the ground, 
three or foure great poſts with forkes ; vpon them they 
layd one Tranſome, which was commonly about twen- 
_ tie foot, and made the lides in the manner of the roofes 
of our Countrey houſes, thatching it-cloſe with thoſe 
aforefayd leaves, which keepe out watera long time z0b- 
ſeruing alwayes that inthe lower ground, where greater 
heat was, they left ſome three or foure toor open vnthache 
below, and made the houſes, or rather roofes, ſo many 
foot the higher. But in thehils, where the aire was more 
peircing, and the nights colder, they made our roomes 
alwayes lower, and thatched them cloſe to the ground, 
leaving onely one doore to enterat, and a lover-hole for 
a vent, in the middeſt of the roofe. In everie of theſe 
they made foure ſeuerall lodgings, and three fires, one 
in the middeſt, and one at each end of euerie houſe : ſo 
that the roome was moſt remperately warme, and no- 
thing annoyed with ſmoake, partly by resſon of the'na+ 
tureofthe wood, which they vieto burne, yeclding verie 
little ſ\moake, partly by reaſon of their artificiall making 
of it: as firing the wood cut in length like our billets, ar. 
the ends, and ioyning them together lo cloſe, that though 
no flame or fire did appeare, yet the heat continued with- 
out intermifhon. 

Neere many of theriuers where wee ſtayed or lodged, 
we found ſundry forts of fruits, which we might vſe with 
great pleaſure and ſafetie remperately, MHammeas, Guyd- 
uas, Palmitos, Pines, Oranges, Limons, and divers other; 
from eating of which they diſſwadcd vs in any caſe, vn- 
leſſe we eat verie few of them, and thoſe firſt dry rolted, 
as Plantans, Potates,and luch like, 

In 
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In iourneying, as oft as by chance they found any 
wilde Swine, of which thoſe bills and valleyes baue 
ſtore, they would ordinarily, fix ata time, deliuer their 
burthens to the reſt of their fellowes , and purſue, kill, 
and bring away afrer vs, as much as they could carrie,and 
time permitted, One day as wee travelled, the Sywerons 
found an Octrer, and prepared itto bee dreſt : our Cap- 
taine marvelling at it, Pedro (our cheele Symeron) asked 
him, Are you 4 man of warre, and in want, and yet doubt 
whether this bee meat that hath bloud ? Herewithall our 
Captaine rebuked himſelfe ſecretly, that he had fo (lightly 
conlidered of it before. > 

The third day of our journey, they brought vs to a 
Towne of their owne, ſeated neere a faire riuer,on the ſide 
of a hill, enuironed with a dike of eight foot broad, and a 
thicke mud wall of ten foot high, ſuffcienttoſtop a ſuds- 
den ſurprizer. It had one long and broad ſtreet, lying Eaſt 
and Weſt, and two other croſle ſtreets of lefle bredth and 
length : there were in it ſome fiue or (ix and fiftic houſe- 
holds, which were kept ſo clcaneand {weet, thatnotonly 
the houſes, bur the verie ſtreets were verie pleaſant to be. 
hold. In this Towne we ſaw they liued verie ciuilly and 
cleanely : for as ſooneas wee came thither, they waſhed 
themſelues inthe riuer,and changed their apparrel, which 
was verie fineand fitly made (as al'o their women doe 
weare) ſomewhat after the Spaniſh faſhion, though no- 
thing ſocoſtly. This Towne is diſtant thirtie five leagues 
from Nombre de Dies, and fortie five from Panama. Itis 
plentifully ſtored with many ſorts of Beaſts and Fowle, 
' with pleatie of Maiz and fundry fruits. 

Touching their affeRion in religion, they haue no 
kindeof Prieſts, onely they held the Crofle in great repu- 
tation : but at our Captaines perſwaſion, they were con- 
tented to leaue their Crofles, and to learne the Lords 
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prayer; and to beinftrudted in ſome meaſure concerning 


Gods true worſhip. They keepe a continuall watch in 
foure parts, three miles off their Towne, to preuent the 
miſchiefes which the Spaniards intend againlt them, by 
the conduRing of ſome of their owne coats, which ha- 
ving beene taken by the Spanrards, haue beene enforced 
thereunto : wherein, as we learned, ſometimes the Spa- 
niards haue preuailed ouer them, ſpecially when they li- 
ned lefle carefall; but fince they againſt the Spaniards, 
who they kil like beaſts,as oken as they takethem in the 
woods, hauing aforehand vnderſtood of their comming, 
Ve ſtayed with them that night, and the next day till 
noone: during which time they related vnto vsdiuers 
verie ſtrange accidents, that had fallen out between them 
and the Spaniards, namely one: A gallant Gentleman 
entertajned by the Gouernours of the Countrey, vnder- 
tooke the yeere laſt paſt, with a hundred and fiitie Soul- 
diers, to put this Towne to the [word, men, women, and 
children, being conduRed to it by one of them, that had 
beene taken priſoner, and won by great gifts : hee ſurpri- 
ſed it halfe an houre before day, by which occaſion moſt 
of the men eſcaped, but many of their women and chil- 
dren were ſlaughtered, ortaken : butthe ſame morning 
by Sunriſing, after that their Guide was ſlaine, in follow- 
ing another mans wife ; and that the Sywmerons had afſem- 
bled themſelues in their ſtrengrh,they behaued themſelues 
in ſuch ſore, and drave the Spaniards to ſuch extremitie, 


. that what with the diſaduantage of the woods, hauing 


loſt their Guide, and thereby their way, what with fa- 
mine and want, there eſcaped not paſt thirtie of them, to * 


_ returne anſwer tothole which ſent them. 


Their King dwelt in a Citie within (ixteene leagues 
Southeaſt of Panama, which isableto make one thonſand 
feucn hundred fighting men. 

They 
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They all intreated our Captaine very earneſtly, to 
thake hisaboade withthem ſome two or three dayes,pro- 
miling that by that time , they would double bis ſtrength 
ifhethought good, Bur be thanking them for their offer, 
told them, that he could (tay no longer, it was more then 
time to proſecute his purpoſed voyage: as for ſtrength, 
he would wiſh no morethen he had, although be might 
have preſently twentie times aſmuch : which they tooke 
as proceeding not onely from kindneſſe, but alſo from 
magnanirmirie, and therefore, they marched foorth thacr 
afternoone with great good will. | 

This was the order of our march: Foure of thoſe Sy- 
merons that beſt knew the wayes , went abouta mile di- 
ſtance before vs, breaking boughes as they went, to be a 
dire&ion to thole that followed : but with great (ilence, 
which they required vs alſo to keepe. Then twelue of 
them were as it were our Vantgard , and other twelue 
our Reereward : wee with their two Captaines in the 
midft, 

All the way was thorow woods very coole and 
pleaſant, by reaſon of thoſe goodly and high Trees, that 
grow there {o thicke, that it is cooler trauelling there vn- 
der them inthat hot region, ther iris in the moſt parts 

of England inthe Summer time. This gaue a ſpeciall en- 
couragement vnto vs all, that we vnderſtood there was a 
oreat Tree abourthe midway, from which, we might at 
oncediſcerne the North ſea from whence we came , and 
the South ſea whether we were going. 


The fourth day following we came to the height ofthe Feb. 1. 


defired Hill, (avery high Hill , lying Eaſt and Weſt, 
like a ridge betweene the two Seas) about tenne of the 
clocke: where the chiefeſt of theſe Symerons tooke our 
Captaine by the hand, and prayed him to follow wy 
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if he was deſirous to ſee at oncethe two Seas : which h 
had ſo long longed for. 

Here was that goodly and great bigh Tree, in which 
they had cut and made diuers iteps,. to alcend vp neere 
vnto the top, where they had madea conuenient Bower, 
wherein tenne or twelue men might ealily (ie: and from 
thence we might without any diffculry plainly ſee,r} 4t- 
lantick Ocean whence now we came, & the ſouth Ailan- 
ticke ſo much defired:South and North of chis Tree,they 
had felled certaine Trees, that the proſpe& might bee 
the cleerer : and necre about the Tree there were diuers 
firong houſes, that had beene built long before, as well 
by other Symerons as by theſe: which viually paſſe that 
way, as being inbabited in divers places in thoſe waſte 
Countries. 

After our Captaine had aſcended to this Bower , with 
the chiefe Symeron, and hauing as it pleaſed God, at that 
time, by reaſon of the brize, a very faire day, had ſeene 
that ſea, of which be had heard ſuch golden reports : hee 
beſought Almightic God of his goodnefle , ro giue him 
life and leaue to ſayle once in an Engliſh Ship in that ſea: 
and then calling vpall the reſt of our men, acquainted John 
O-xnam eſpecially with this his petition and purpoſe, ifir 
would pleaſe God to grant him that happineſſe: who vn- 
derſtanding ic, preſently proteſted, that vnleſſe our Cap- 
taine did beate him from his company, he would follow 
him by Gods grace. 

T hus all throughly ſatisfied with the ſight of the ſeas, 
deſcended, and atter our repaſt , continued our ordinary 
march, through woods, yet two dayes more as before: 
without any great varietie. But then we cameto march in 
aChampion Countryjwhere the grafle groweth, not only 


'p great Jength as the knotgraſſe groweth.in many places, 
Jug 
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but to ſuch height, that the inhabitants are faineto burne - 


it thriſe inthe yeere, that it may bee able to feede their 
Cartle, of which they haue thouſands. For it is a kinde 
ofgraſle with a ſtalke, as big as a great wheaten reed, 
which bath a blade iNuing from thetop of ir, on which, 
though the cattle feed, yer ic groweth euery day higher, 
vntill the top be too high foran Oxe to reach. Then the 
inkabicantsare wont to put fire toit, for the ſpace of fiue 
or lixe miles together, which notwithſtanding afterir is 
thus burnt, within three dayes ſpringeth-vp treth like 
greene corne. Such is the great fruitfulnefle of the foyle: 
by reaſon of the eeuenneſle ofthe day and night ,aad the 
rich dewes which fall euery morning. 

In theſe three laſt dayes marchin the Champion, as we 
palt over the billes, we might fee Panama five or ſ1xe times 
a day,& the laſt day weſaw the Ships riding in the roade. 

But after that we were come within a dayes journey of 
Panama, our Caprtaine vaderſtanding by the Symerons 
thatthe Dames of Panamaare wont to ſend forth Hun- 
ters, and Fowlers, for taking of ſundry daintie Fowle, 
which the Land yeelderh, by whom if we marched not 
very heedefully ,.wee migat bedeſcried ; cauſed all his 
company to march out of all ordinary way,and that with 
| asgreat heed, ſilence and ſecrecie,as poſfibly they might, 
torhe Groue, which was agreed on foure dayes betore, 
lying within a league of Panama, where wee might lie 
ſafely vndiſcouered nearethe high way,that leadeth trom 
thence to Nombre de Dios, 

Thence wee ſent a choſen Symeron, one that had 
ſerued a Maſter in Panamah before time, inſuch appa- 
rell as the Negroes of Panamah doe vie to warre, to be 
our Eſpiall, rogointo the Towne, to learne the cer- 
taine night, and time of the night, when the Carriers 
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laded the Treaſure from the Kings Treaſure-houſe to 


Nombre de Dios. | 

For they are oh to take their iourney from Panama 
to Yemta Cruz, which is (ixe leagues, euer by night , be- 
cauſethe Countrey isall champion,and conſequently by 
day very hot: but from Yenta Cruz to Nambre de Dios, as 
oft as they trauell by land, with their Treaſure , they 
trauell alwayes by day and not by night, becauſe all that 
way is full of woods, and therefore very freſh aud coole: 
vnleſſe the Symerons happily encounter them, and make 
them ſwcate with feare, as ſometimes they baue done: 
whereupon they areglad to guard their Recoes with Soul x 
diers as they paſle that way. 

This laſt day our Captaine did behold and view, the 
moſt of all that faire Citie, diſcerning the large ſtreete 
which lieth direRly from the ſea into the land, South and 

North. By three of the clocke we came into this Groue, 
| paſſing (for the more ſecrecie) alongit a certaine Riyer, 
which at thattime was almoſt dryed vp. 

Having diſpoſed of our ſelues in the Groue , wee dil- 
patched our Spie an houre before night, ſo that by the 
cloſing in of the euening;he might be in the Citie: as hee 
was: whence preſently he returned vnto vs, that which 
very happily he vnderſtood by companions of his ; That” 
the Trealurer of Lima,intending to paſle into Sparxeinthe 
firſt adurſo, ( which was a Ship of three hundredand fifty 
Tunne, a very gobd Sayler) was ready that night,to take 
his iourney towards Nombre de Dios, with bis Daughter. | 
and Family: hauing foureteene Moyles in company, of 
which,cight was aden with gold, & one with iewels. And 
farther, tbatthere were two other Reco, of fi ttie Moyles 
incach, laden with viuals for che moſt part, with ſome 
little quantitie of filuer, to come forth that night afterthe 
þ | other, 
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other. There aretwentie eight of theſe Recor, the grea- 
teſt of them is of ſeauentie Moyles, the lefle of fiftie, vn- 
leſſe ſome particular man hire for himlelfe, ten, twenty 
or thirty, as he hath need. | 
Vpon this notice, we forthwith marcht foure leagues; 

till we came within two leagues ot Yerta Cruz, in which 
march ewo of our Symerons which were ſent before, by 
ſcent ofhis match,found and brought a Spaniard whom 

they had found a ſleepe by the way , by ſcent of the (aid 

match, and drawing neere thereby , heard him taking 

his breath as be ſlept, and being bur one, they fell vpon 

him, ftopt bis mouth from crying, put out his match, 
and bound him ſo, that they well neare ſtrangled him by 

chat time he was brought vnto vs. By examining him, 

we found allthat to be crue, which our Spie had repor. 
tedto vs, and that he wasa Souldier entertained with 
others by the Treaſurer, for the guard and condu of 
this Treaſure, from Yents {Yuz to Nombre de Dios. 

This Souldier hauing learned who our Captaine was, 
tooke courage and was bold to make ewo requeſts vnto 
him: the one, that hewould command his Symerons 
which bated the Spaniards ( eſpecially the Souldiers ) 
extreamely,to ſpare his life, which he doubted not bur 
they would do ar hischarge :the other was, that ſeeing 
hewasa Souldier, and aſſured bim, that they ſhould 
havetbat night, more gold, beſides iewels, and pearles 
ofgreat price, then all they could carrie (ifnot, then he 
wasto be dealt with bow they would) but if they all 
found it ſo, then it might pleaſe vur Captaine to giue vn- 
ro him, as much as it might ſuffice for him and his 
Miſtrefle to liue vpon, as he had heard our Captaine 
had doneto diuers others: for which he would make his 
name ſo famous,as any of them, which had received like 
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Being at the place appointed, our Captzine with halfe 
or his men, lay 07 one (ide of the way, about fiftie paces 
vf inthe long grafſe : 1ohn Oxnam with the Captaineot 

tie Symerons, and the other hal e, lay onthe other fide 
of the way , art the like diſtance : buc fo farre behind, 
that as occaſion ſerved, the former Company might 

tikethe tormoſt Moyles by the heads, and the other 
the hind-moſt, becauſe the Moyles tycd rogether, are 
alwayes driven one afcer another; ad eſpecially that it 
. we lhould baue need to vie our weapons that night, we 
mighr be fure not to endamape our fellowes, We bad 
not I2ine thus in-ambuſh much aboue an houre, but we 
teard the Recos comming from the Citie to Yenta Cruz, 
and-from Yerta Cruz to the Citie, which hath a very 
common and great trade, when the Fleetes are there: 
we heard: them; by reaſon they- delight much to have 
deepe ſounding Belles, which-ina ſtill night are beard 
very farreoff, 

Now though there were as great charge given as 
mtghr be, thac none of our men {hould thow or ftirre 
themfelues : bur lc all-thar came from Yemes Crug ro 
paſſe quietly : yea their Recos allo, becauſe we knew that 
tlieybroughenothing bur Marchandilefrom thepce: yer 
one of our men called X9herr Pike, having dranken roo 
much 4qua vite without water, forgat bimſelfz, and 
entifing a Symeron forthwith him , was gone hard tothe 
way,with intent to have ſhewne his forwardneſſe on the 
jaremoſt Moyles. And when a Cavalicr from Yex's 
Cruz, well mounted. wich his Page running at his ſtir- 
rop , palt by vaaduifedly be roſe vpto ſee what be was: 
bur the Sy»meron of becter diſcretion poid tim downe, 
adlayvpon him , that he might not diſconer thera any 
more. Yet by chis the Cenvleman had r2king notice by 
ſeeing 
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ſeeing one all in white: for that we had all put our thirts 
ouer our other apparell, that we might be fureto know 
our owne men inthe pell mel{in the night.By meanes ot 
this ftght, the Cavalier pucting ſpurs to his burke, rode 
a falſe gallop, as delirous;nat onely bimiclieto, be free 
of this doubt z which he imagined , but allo to giue ad- 
uertilement to others that they might auoid 17, . 
Our Captaine who had heard aad obſerued ( by rea- 
ſon ofthe hardnefle of the ground and ftilnclle of the 
the night) the change of this Gentlemans trot to a. 
gallop, luſpetcd that be was diſcouered , but could 
not imagine by whole fault, neither did che timegiue 
him leafureto ſearch. And therefore con(idering that it 
might bee, by reaſon of the danger of the place, well 
knowne to ordinary Travellers : we ly ftillin expetta- 
tion of the Treaſurers comming , who was by this 
eime wichin halfe a league, and kad come forwards to 
vs, but that this Horſeman meeting him, and (as wee 
afterwards learned by the other Reco-s ) making report 
to him, what he had ſeene preſently that night, what 
he heard of Captaine Drake this long time, and what 
he conicured to be moſt likely : viz. that the ſaid 
Captaine Drake, or ſome tor him, diſappointed of his 
' expeRation, of getting any great Treaſure, both at 
Nombre de Dios and other places, was by {ume meancs 
or other come by land, in couert thorow the woods vn- 
to this place to ſpeed for his purpoſe: and thereupon 
perſwaded bim to turne his Recoout of the way, and let 
the other Recoes, which were comming after to palle on. 
They were whole Recoes, and loaden butwith vituals 
for the moſt part, ſo thac the loſle of them werefarre 
leſſe if the worſt befell, and yer they ſhould ſerue to dil- 


couerthem as well as the beſt, 
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Thus by the rechleſnefle ofon of our Company, and 
by the carctulneſle of this Traucller , wee were diſap- 
pointed ofa moſt rich bootie, which is to be thought 
God would not (hould be caken, for that by all likeli- 
hoodit was well gotten by that Treaſurer. 

The other two Recoes were no ſooner come vp to vs, 
bur being ſtayed and ſealed on, one of the cheefe Car- 
riers a very ſenſible fellow , told our Captaine by what 
meanes wee were diſcovered, and counſelled vs to 
ſhift for our ſelues betimes , vnleſſe we were able to en- 
counter the whole force of the Citie and Countrie 
which before day would be about vs. 

It pleaſed vs but little, that we were defeated of our 
golden Recoe,& that in theſe we could find not paſiſome 
two Horle-loade of {i}uer : but it grieued our Captaine 
much more,that he was diſcovered, and that by ene of 
his owne men. But knowing it bootleſſe to grieve at 
things paſt, and having learned by experience, that all 
ſaferie in extreamities conſiſtethin taking oftirne : after 
no long conſultation with Pedrothe chicte of our Syme- 
rons, who declared that there were but two wayes for 
him: the one to trauell backe againe the ſame ſecret way 
they came, for foure leagnes ſpace into the VVoods : or 
elſe ro march forward , by the high way to Yenra Cruz, 
being two leagues, and makea way with his Sword 
thorow the Enemies. He reſolued, conſidering the long 
and wearie marches that wee had taken, and chiefely 
thatlaſt evening and day before: to take now the ſhor- 
teſt and readieſt way z as chooling rather to encounter 
his Enemies while he bad ſtrength remaining , then to 
be encountred or chaſed when wee {hould bee worne 
out with wearineſle : principally now having the 
Moyles,to caſe them that would, ſome pat: of the way. 

| | Therefore 
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Therefore commanding all to refreſh themſclues 
moderately with ſuch ſtore of viuall, as wee had 
there in aboundance, be ſignified his reſolution and 
reaſon to them all: asking Pedroby name, whether he 
would giue his hand not to forſake bim ( becauſe hee 
knew thar the reft of the Symerons would alſothen ftand 
faſt and firme, ſo faichfull are they to their Captainc.) 
He being very gladof his reſolution , gaue our Captaine 
his hand, and vowed that hee would rather dieat his 
foote, then leaue him to the Enemics, if he held this 
courſe, 

So hauing ſtrengthned our ſelues for the time, we 
tooke our iourney towards Yents Crus, with helpe 
of the Moyles, till we came withina mile ofthe Towne, 
where we turned away the Reeves, charging the Con- 
duRers of them , not to follow vs, vpon paine of 
theirliues. 

There the way is cut thorow the Woods, about 
ten ortwelue toote broade, ſo as two Recoes may paſle 
one by another, The fruictulneſle ofthe ſoyle cauſeth, 
that with often ſhredding and ridding the way thoſe 
Woods grow as thickeas our thickeſt hedges in Eg- 
land that are oftneſt cur. : | 

Tothe midit ofthis Wood, a Company of Souldiers, 
which continually lay in that Towne, to defend it a- 
gainſt the Sywerons werecome forth, to ſtopvs if they 
might on the way, if not, to retrait to their ſtrength , and 
there to expe vs, A Conuent of Friers of whom one 
was become a Leader, ioyned with theſe Souldiers, to 
take ſuch part as they did, 

Our Captaine vnderſtanding by our two Symerons, 
which wich great heedfulneſls and filence, marched 


now, but aboue halfea flight-ſhot before vs, that it was

time for-vstoarme and take ys to our weapons, for they 
knewrhe encmy was at hand,by ſmelling of their match 
and hearing ot a noyſe: had giuen vs charge, that no one 
of vs ſhould make any (hot;varili the Spaniards had f(t 
fpent-theirvolly which he thought they would not dee 
before they had ſpoken, as indeed fell out : For as foone 
8s we were within hearing , a Spaniſh Captaine cried a- 
loud, H00, our Captaine an{wered him likewiſe, and 
being demanded, Que gente ? replied*Eng/r/hmen. But 
when the {aid Commander charged him in the name of 
the King of Spaine his Maſter, that we {ſhould yeeld our 
{clues, promiling inthe word and faith ofa Gentleman 
Souldier, thatif he would ſo do, he would vic vs with all 
courte\te; our Captaine drawing ſomewhar neere him 
faid :- T hat for the honour of the Queene of E727 /and bis 
his Miſtrefſe, be muſt have paſſage chat way: and there- 
withall diſcharged his Piſtoll cowards him. 

Vpoen this , they preſently ſhor oft cheir whole volly, 
which, though it lightly wounded our Capraine and 
Giuers of our men, yet it cauſed death to one only of our 
Company called' /9hn Harri, who was fo poudered 
with haile-ſhot ( whichthey ail vſed for rhe moſt part as 
it ſeemed, orelſe quartered, for rhat our men were hurt 
with that kinde ) that wee conld not recover his life, 
though he continued all that day afterwards with vs. 
Preſently as our Captaine perceived their ſhot ro come 
{lackiog, as thelatrer drops of a great ſhewre of raine; 
with his VVhitſtle he gaue vs his vſuall fignall , ro anſwer 


* thetp-with our ſhot and arrowes, and ſo march onwards 


vpon the Enemie, with intent ro come to handi-ſtrokes, 
and to bave joyned with them : whom when he found 
retired as toa place of ſome better ſtrength, he encrea- 
ſed his pace. to preuent them if he mighr. VWhich the 
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Symer 9:35 perceiuing;although by terrorofthe ſhot con- 
tinuing,they were torthe time ſtepta (ide: yer/as ſoone 
as rey diſcerned by hearing that we marched onward, 
they all ru{ht forwards one afcer another, traverling the 
way, with their . Arrowes | ready 1n their Bowes, and 
their manner of Country dance or leape,, 'vetyJuttily, 
ſingiag 70 peho,70peho,and ſo got betore vs, where they 
continued their leape and (ong,afrerthe manner of their 
owne Country warrestill thcy and we ouer=togke ſome 
ofthe Engmie, who.ncere.the Townes end had conueiced 
chemſclues witbit the VVoods:; fox: have raken Their 
ftand at vs, 45 before. 

But out Syme: ons how chrooghly mcind_d; when 
they ſaw our refolution, brake in; chorow the thickit; 
on both ſides of them, fotcing them ro ftye, Fryers and 
all, alchough divers of our men were wounded; and.one 
Symeron of pecially was runne thorow with one of their 
Rikes, whoſe courage arid mind ferued him; ſo well not- 
withſtanding, that be reuenged his -owne death ere hee 
died, by, killing him thar bad giugn him har deadly 
wound. 

We withall ſpeed, following his chaſe, entredthe 
Towne of Yenta Crus, being of about fortie or fifrie 
aque,whick had both a Governour andother Officers 

ſome faire houſes, with: many Store houſes large 
and ſtrong for the Warres, which wcre brought chicher 
from Nombre de Dios, by the Riucr ot Chazro, ſoto be 
tranſported by Mayles to Panpaza beſides the Monafte: 
ric where we found aboue a taouſand Balles and Par- 
dons n2wly ſent thither from Rome... 

In thoſe houſes wee found three Gentlewomen, 
which bad Jately beene delivered of Children there, 
thovgh their dwelling were in Nombrede Dijos, becauſe: 

it 
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ithath beene obſerued of longtime, as they reported 
to vs, that no Spaniards or VV hite woman could ener be 
delivered in Nombre de Dios with ſafetie of their chil. 
dren, but that within two or three dayes they died; 
notwithſtanding that being borne and brought vp in 
this Vents Cruz or Panama fine orlixe yeares , and then 
brought ro Nombrede Dios, ifthey eſcaped ſicknefle the 
firſt or ſecond moneth , they commonly lived in it as 
healthily asin avy other place : although no ſtranger ( as 
they ſay) can endure there any long time, without 
great danger-ofdeath or extreame lickneſle. X 
Though at our firft comming into the Towne wich 

Armes ſo ſuddenly.,. theſe Gentlewomen were in great 
feare: yet becauſeour Captaine had giuen ſtrait charge 
to all the Symerons (that whilethey were in his compa- 
nie, they thould never hurt: any woman, nor man thar 
had not weapon in-his hand todoe them burr, which 
they earneſtly promiſed, and no leile faithfully perfbr- 
med)they had no wrong offered them ,notany thing ta- 
kivg from them, tothe worth ofa garter: wherein,albe- 
it they had indeed ſufficient ſafetie and ſecuritie, by 
thoſe of his company , which our Captaine ſent vnto 
them, ofpurpoſe to comfort them : yer they neuer cea- 
ſed moſt earneſtly intreating, that our Captaine would 
vouchſafero come to them himſelfe for their more ſafe- 
tie: which when he did, intheir preſencereporting 
the charge he had firſtgiuen, andthe aſſurance of his 
men, they were comforted. 

-, While the Guards which we had (not without great 
neede ) ſer, as well on the bridge which we were to paſſe 
ouer, as at the Townes end where wee entred ( they 
haus no other entrance into the Towne by Land : but 
from the waters {tdethere is one other, to carrie vp and 

owne 
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downetheir Merchandiſe from their Frigates ) gained 
vs libertic and quiet to ſtay in this Towne ſome houre 
and halte : we had nor onely refre{hed our ſelues , bur 
our company and Symerons had gotten; ſome good 
pillage, which our Caprtaine allowed and gaue them 
(being nor the thing he looked for) ſo that it were not 
too cumberſome or heauie in reſpe& of cur trauell , of 
defence 0. our ſelues. Alictle before we departed, ſome 
ten or twelue horſemen came from Panama by all itkeli- 
hood, ſuppoſing that we were gone out of this Towne, 
for that all was fo fhill and quiet, came to enter the 
Towne coiifidently : but finding their entertainement 
ſuch as it was, they that could, rode faſter backeagaine 
for feare, then they had ridden forwards for hope. * 
Thus we hauing ended our bulinefſe inthis Towne, 
and theday beginning to ſpring , we marched over the 
Bridge, obſeruing the ſame order that wee did betore. 
There we were all ſafe in our opinion, as if we had beene 
enuironed with VVall and Trench :for that no Spaniard 
withour bisextreame danger could follow vs. The ra- 
ther now, for that our Symerons were growne very va- 
liant. Bur our Captaine conſidering that he hada long 
way to paſſe, & that he bad bin now well neere fortnighe 
from his Ship, where he had left his Company bur 
weake by reaſon of their ficknefle, haftned his iourneies 
as much as he might, refuſing to vilitthe other Symeron 
Townes ( which chey earneſtly defired him) and encou- 
raging his owne Companie with ſuch example and 
ſpeech,tha' the way ſeemed much ſhorter, For he mar- 
ched moſtcheerctully and affured vs, that he doubted 
not but ere helefc char Coaſt, we (houldall be bounti- 
fully paid and recompenſed for all thoſe paines taken: 


but by reaſon of this our Captaines haſte, and leauing 
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of their Townes, wee marched many dayes with 
hungry ſtomackes , much againſt the will of our Syme- 
yous ; Whoif we would bave Rayed any day from this 
continuall iourneying , would bauc killed tor vs vicuall 
ſufficient. 

In our abſence, the reſt of the Symerons had buile 
a little Towne within three leagues off the port where 
our Ship lay. There our Captaine was centenred, 
ypon their great and eargeſt intreaties ro make ſome 
ſtay , for that theyalleadged ,ie was onely built for his 
ſake. Andindeed hee conſented the rather , that the 
want of ſhooes might be ſupplied by meanes of the Sy- 
meroys, who werea great helpe vntovs: all our men 
complayning of the tendernes of their feete, whom our 
Capraine would himfelfe in their complaint accompany 
ſometimes without cauſe, but ſometimes with cauſe 
indeed, which madethe reſt to beare the burthen the 
morecalily. 

Theſe Symerons during all the time that wee. were 
with them, did vscontinually very good ſeruice, and in 
particular in this ijourney,beingvnto vs inftced of intel- 
ligencers, to aduertiſe vs; of guides in our way to dire&t 
vs; of purueiors to provide viftaalls for vs; of houſe- 
wrights to build our lodgings ; and had indetd able and 
ſtrong badies carying all our neceſſaries, yea many times 
when ſome of our company fainted with fickneſſe or 
wearinefle, two Sywerens would carrie him with eaſe be. 
tweene them two miles together , and at other times: 
when need was they would thew themſelues no lefle va- 
liant then induſtrious and of good iudgement, 

From this Towne, art our firſt entrance in theeven 
an Saterday, our Cantaine difpatched a Symeron with 
2 token and certaine order to the Maſter, who had: 
| this 
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this three weekes, kept good watch againſt the enemie, 
and (hifted in the woods for freſh viauall, for the releete 
and recouery of our men left aboord. Aſſponeas this 
meſſenger was come to the [hoare , calling to our Ship, 
as bringing ſome newes, he was quickly feraboord, by 
thoſe which longed to kere of our Captaines ſpecding: 
but when heſhewed the tooth-pike of gold, which hee 
ſaid our Captaine had ſent for atoken to Edward Hixom, 
wich charge to meete him at ſuch a Riuer: though the 
Maſter knew well the Captaines Tooth-pike: yet by 
reaſon of his admonition and caueat giuen himat par- 
ting, he ( though he bewrayed no figne of diſtruſting 
the Symeron) yetſtood as amazed , leaſt ſomething had 
befallen our Captaine otherwile then well. The Symerorn 
perceiuing this, told him, that ic was night when he 
was ſentaway, ſo that our Captaine could notſend any 
letter, bat yet with the point of bis knife, hee wrote 
ſomething vpon the Toothpike, which ( hee 
-_ ) ſhould bee ſufficient to gaine credit to the mel- 
ſenger. 

Thereupon the Maſter looke vpon it, and ſaw 
written By me Francis Drake, wherefore hee belecued, 
and according to the meſſage, prepared what proui- 
ſion he could, and repaired tothe mouth of the River 
of Tort»gos, as the Symerons that went with him then 
namedir. 

That after noone towards three a clocke, wee were 
come downe to that River, not paſt halfe an boure, be- 
fore we ſaw our Pinnace ready come toreceiue vs:which 
was vnto vsall a double reioycing : firſt that wee ſaw 

them, and next ſo ſoone: our Captaine with all our 
Company praiſed God moſt bartily , for that we ſaw 


our Pinnace and fellowes againe. 
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\Vee all ſeemed to theſe who had liued atreft and 
plenty all this whileabourd, as men ſtrangely changed 
(our Captaine yet not much changed ) in countenance 
and plight : and indeed our long taſting and foretrauel! 
might ſomewhat fore-pine and waſte vs: but the greefe 
we drew inwardly, tor that we returned without that 
Gold and Treaſure wehoped for , did no doubt ſhew 
her print and tooteſteps in our taces, 

The reſt ofour men which were then miſſed, could 
not trauell ſo wellas our Captaine ; and therefore were 
lefrat the Indian new Towne: and the next day wetow- 
ed to another Riuer in the bottome of the Bay and 
tooke themall aboord. 

Thus being returned from Panama, to the great re- 
joycing of our Company, who were throughly revived 
with the report we brought from thence : eſpecially vn- 
derſtanding our Captaines purpoſe, that he meant not 
ro leave off thus, but would once againeattemptthe 
{ame journey, whereof they allo might be partakers: 
our Captaine would not in the meane time ſuffer this 
edge and forwardneſle of his men to be dulled or reba- 
ed, by lying (till idly vnimployed, as knewing right 
well by continuall experiences, that no fſickneſſe was 
more noylome toimpeach any enterpriſe then delay and 
idleneſle, 

Therefore conſidering deepely the intell;igences of 
other places of importance thereabouts, which hee 
had gotten the former yeares: and particularly of Yee 
7agua, arich Townelying to the Weſtward, betweene 
Nombre de Dios and Nicarazua, where is the richeſt 
Mine of fine Gold, that is on this North fide: he con- 
{ulted with his company touching their opinions , what 
was to be done in this mcane time, and how they ftood 

afteRed 
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af-32d? Somethought , that ig was moſt neceſſarie to 
ſecke ſupply of victuals,that we might the better be able 
to keepe our men cloſe and in health cill our time came: 
and this was calte to be compaſlcd, becauſe the Frigates 
with viRuall wen: without great defence, whereas the 
Frigatesand Barkes with Treaſure, for the moſt parc 
were wafted with great Ships and (tore of Souldiers.O- 
thers yet indged, wee might better beſtow our time 
in intercepting the Frigates of Treaſure : firſt for 
that our Magaſins and 'Storchoules of vituall were 
reſonably furniſhed, and the. Country it- ſelte was 19 
plentifull, that every man might provide for himſelfe 
ifthe worſt betell : and vituall might hereafter bepro- 
uided aboundaatly as well as now : whereas the Trea- 
ſure never fl5teth vpon the Sea, fo ordinarily asar this 
time, of the Fleetes being there , which time in no wiſe 

may be neglected. | 
Tie Symerons being demanded alſo their opinion, 
for that they wereexpericnced in the particularicies of 
all the Townes thereabouts, as in; which, ſome oro- 
ther ofthem had ſerped: declared that by Yeragua Sins 
»ior Pezoro lometimes their Maſter from whom they 
fed, dweltnotin che Towne tor feare of ſome lurpriſe, 
but yet not farre off from the Towne, for his better re- 
leefe: in a>verie ſtrong houſe of tone, where he had 
dwelt nineteene yeares at leaſt ; never trauciling from 
home, vnlefſe happily once a yeare to (ar:hagene or 
Nombre de Dios when the Fleets were there: hee 
keepeth a hundred ſlayes.at leaſt in the Mines, each 
{2yue being bound to bring an-dayJyiGeare caine { al! 
charges deduced.) three, P<zoes of Told for himſelte 
and ewo for his women (eigat (hillinss three pence 
the Pezo ) amounting ia the whole, toabouetwo hun- 
K v4 dreg: 
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dred pound: fterling each day : ſo that hee hath hea- 
ped a mightie Maſle of Treaſure together , which 
hee keepeth in certaine great Chefts of two foote 
deepe, three broad, and loure long: being, notwith- 
ſtanding all his wealth , bard and cruell, not onely to 
his fAaucs, but vnto all men, and therefore neuer going 
abroade, but with a Guard of five or fixe men to defend 
his perſon from danger, which he feareth extraordi- 
narily from all creatures. And 2s touching mcanes of 
compalling this purpoſe, they would conduR him ſafely 
thorow the woods, by the ſame wayes by which they 
fled, that he ſhould nor need to cnter their Havens 
with danger, but might come vpon their backes alto- 
gether vnlooked for. And though his houſe were of 
ſtone ſo thatit could not be burnt , yet if our Taptaine 
would vndertake the attempt, they would vndermine 
and overthrow, or otherwiſe breake it open , in ſuch 
ſort as we might haue eafie acceſle to his greateſt Trea- 
ſure. 

Our Captaine hauing heard all their opinions, conclu- 
ded ſo; that by deuiding his Company the two firſt dif- 
ferent ſertences, were both reconciled, both to be pra- 
Riſed and pur in vre. 19hn Ox»am appointed in the 
Beare, to be ſent Eaſtwards towards T o/ow, to ſee what 
ftore of victuals would come athwart his halfe,and him- 
felfe would to the: Weſtward inthe 345n10n, lic offand 
onthe Cabezas, where was the greateſt trade and moſt 
ordinarie paſſage of thoſe which tranſponted Treaſure 
from Yerazue and Nicaragua to the Fleet : fo that no 
time might bee loſt, nor opportunitie let ſlip either 
for vituall or Treaſure. As for the attempt of Ye- 
rages or Sinieor Pezores houſe byland, by marching 
thorow the woods, he liked not of, leaft it might 
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ouer wearie his men by continuall labour, whom he 
fiudied ro refreſh gnd ſtrengthen, for his next ſervice 
torenamed, 

Therefore vſing onr Sy»erons moſt courteouſly, dil. 
mifling thoſe that were deſirous to go to their wiues, 
wich ſuch gifts and fauors as were moſt plealing, and 
entertaining thoſe ftill aboord bis Ships, which were 
contented toabide with the Companie remaining, the 
Pinnaces departed as was determined, the Minion to 
the Weſt, the Beareto the Eaſt. 

The Mrnienabour the Cabe7.44 met with a Frigate of 
Nicaragua,in which was ſome gold , and a Genoway Pi- 
lot, of which Nation there are many in thoſe Coaſts, 
which had.beene at Yeragaa not paſt eight dayes before, 
he being vere well entreated', certified our Captaine of 
the State of the Towne, and of the Harbor, and of 2 
Frigate that was there ready to come forth within few 
dayes,aboardin which.there was abouca million of gold 
offering to condutt him to it, if wee would do him his 
right, for that he knew the channell very perfeRly, fo 
that he could enter by night fately without danger of 
the ſands and ſhallowes , {though there bee but lictle 
water) and vttcrly vndeſcricd, for that the Towne 
is five Jeagues within the Harbor, and the way»by 
land is fo farre about and difficult thorow the woods, 
that rhough wee ſhould by any caſualtic bee diſcoue- 
red, about the point of the Harbor, yet wee might 
diſpatch our bulinefſe and depart, before the Towne: 
could have notice of our comming. Ar his being 
there hee perceiued they had heard of Drakes being 
on the Coaſt, which had put. them in great feare, as 
in all orher places ( Pezero purpoling-to remoue him. 


f]fe to. the South Sea) but there was nothing dane. * 
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ro prevent him , their frere being lo great, that, as it is 
accuſtomed in ſuch caſes,it excluded Counſell and bred 
deſpaire. 

Our Captaine conferring with his owne knowledge 
and formerintelligences , was purpoled to bave retur- 
ned to his Ship, to have taken ſume of thule Symerons 
which had dwelt with S;»70r Petoro, to be the more 
confirmed 1n this point. Bur when the Geroway Pilot 
was very earneſt , to haue the time gained, and warran- 
ted our Captaine of good ſpeed, if wee delaid not, bee 
dimifled the Frigates ſomewhar lighter, to baften ber 
tourney, and with this Pilors aduile, labourcd with 
fayle and oares to get this Harbor and to enter it by 
night accordingly , conſidering that this Frigate might 
now be gained, and Pezor05 houle attempted hereafter 
notwithſtanding. 

Buc when we were come to the mouth of the Harbor, 
we heard the report of two Chambers, and farther off 
about a league within the Bay , two other as it were an- 
ſwering them : Whereby our Gezowaiſe Pijot conteRu- 
red that wee were diſcouered : for he aflured vs, that 
this order had beenetaken, ſince bis laſt being there; by. 
reaſon ofthe aduertiſement & charge, which i be Gover- 
norvf Parara had fent vnto all the Coaſt , which euen 
in their beds lay in great and continuall feare of our 
Captaine, and thercfore by all likelihood , maintained 
this kinde of watch, ar the charge of the rich Gnufte 
Pezovo, for their ſecuritie. 

Thus being defeated of this expeation, we found 
that it was not Gods will that wee ſhould enter at that 
time: the rather forthatthe winde, which bad all this 
time beene Eafterly, came vpto the Weſtward, an in-

Thurſday 
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Th urſday wemeraccording co appointment with our'Beore,and f ound cha 
thee had beſtowed her ume ro more paphic then we haddone.: Fer ſhee had 
taken a Fregat ur which there were ten men , whomnie they (cr 24hoarey great 
ſtore of Mais, 28. tat Hogs, and 200. Hens; Our Caprarne diſcharged this 
Fregace of herlading, and becauſe ſhe was new, firong,andofa good mould 
the next day hee callowed her to make her a man of warrc: dafpoling all our 
Ordnance and /prouilians that were fit for ſuch vic in her, For we had 
heard by che Spaniards laſt raken, char chere were two little Gallies builc in 
N ombre de Dios, to-mattthe (hagroFleete to & tro, but werenor yer boch 


lanched: whercfore he purpoſed novy co aducnture tor char Fleere, And to March, 
hearren his compapany he feafted themthag Ealter-day with greatcheere and wg, 


cheercfulneſlc, Eg vp hisrelt vponthatattempr. 


The nexrday wich thenew tallowed Fregateof Tolo and his Beare, we 1,4. 


ſet aile towards the Catizaas,where abour two daycs after welanded , and 
ftaycd while noone:at what time ſecing a ſayle ro the Weltwards, as we dee 
med making tothe Hand:we ſer ſayle andplycd cowards him, who deſcrying 
vs, bare with vs, till he pexcciued by our confidence, that we wereno Sparu= 
ards, and conicaured that we were thoſe Engliſhmen, of whom they had 
heard long before, And being in greatwanc, anddeliredco berclieued by vs; 
he bare vp vnderour Lec, andin token of amutie, ſhoroffhisLce Ordnance 
which was not vnanſ{wered, | 
Wee vnderſtoodthat he was Terwatrench: Captaincot 2\ ew. hawen, a 
Man of war as we were : defirous to be relecued by vs. Forat our firſt mee. 
ting the French Captainecaft abroad his hands, and prayed our Captainets 
helpe him ro ſome water, forthathe had nothung bur ,.Wine and Ciders- 


board him,which had brought his men into greatlicknetle, | He had ſought - 


vs cuer {ince hee brit heard of our being vpon ithe Coaſt, abour this fine 
weekes, Our Captain ſent one aboard hum with fome releefe for the preſence 
willing him to follow vs to the next Port, where he ſhould haue both water 
andviQualls. Atour comming to anchor he ſcntour Capeain a caſe of pis 
ſtols, anda faire guilc Symeter , (whuch had beenerhelate _— Frances 
whom Monſieur CHongomery hurt in the eye, and was giuen him by Mon= 
fieur S:roffe) our Caprain requiced him with a chaine of Gold , anda Tablee 
which he wore, This Capcainreported vnto vs the firit newesof the Maila- 
creat Pars, atthe King of NN awarres Mariage on S. Bartholomewes day laſt, 
of the Admiral of Fraxce (laine in his Chamber, &diuers other murthers: fo 
that hethoughe thoſe Frenchmen the happicſt that were fartheſt from Fraxce, 
now no longer Frence but Frenlie, cucn 8514 all Gaz/ were turned into 
Worme-wood and Gall : 1ra/zar prattiſes hauing ouer-maſtered the French 
(mplicitie, Heſhewed what famous and often reports he had heard of out 
greatriches:he deſired to know of our Captain which way hee mighecom- 
patlc his voyage alſo, Though we had him in ſome jcalouſic and difiruſt, for 
all his prectence , becauſe we conſidered more the {irengeh he had , henthe 
will he might beare vs: yet vpon conſultation among ourlſelucs, whe» 
ay i ware fit to xecezuebimor no; we _——_— take him and go of his 
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men ,: to ſerue-with our Capraine: forhalfes : in ſuch fortas we needed no! 
doube of their forces, being burtwentienor be Hurt by their portions, being 
no greaterthen ours:and yet geatifie them intheair carneſt ſuite, andſcerueour _ 

owne purpoſe, which wkhour more hclpe wecould very bardly hauc atchei< 
ued. Indeed he had ſcauentie,men , and we now but thurcy one. his Ship was 
2bouc eighty Tun, and our Fregatnot paſt ewentic,our Pinnace nathung neere 
ren Tun:yert our Capraine thought this proportionablc, inconſideration that 
not number of men, bur qualitie of theis judgments and knowlrdge, were to 
be the principal aftorsherein;and the French Ship could doe no {cruice, nor 
ftandan any ticed ro this enterpriſe which we intended, and had agreed ypon 
long before, bothreuchingtherume when it ſhould cake beginning , and che 
place where we thould meer, namely at tz» Francs/co, Having thus agreed 
with Capraive Terx,we ſent for the Symerons as before was decreed; two of 
them were brought aboard our Slaps: ro-giue the French atTurance of this a- 
greement, And 2s ſoone as we could furniſh our {clues and retze(hthe French 
company, which was w'thin five or fix dayes(by bringing chem-to the Magae 
zine which was the reereſt , wherethey were 1upplycd by vsin tech ſort , as 
they proceſted they were bcholding 1o vs forall their liuves)caking 20.0t the 
Frenchand bftcene of ourswithour Syze-017,leaumy boch our Ships in fate 
ade , 'we mand our Fregar and two Pinnaces(we-hadtormerly tunke our 
Lyon , ſhonly after our returne from Panama, becaute. we had notmen ſut- 
ficientro man ker) and went towards X#9 Franciſco, which becauſe it had not 
water enough f.:r our Fregat, cauſed vs to lrauc her ache (abex.as mand with 
Engliſh andt rench,inthe chargeof Robert Dot te, to tiay there, withour at- 
tempung any chaſe, ynrill chexervriie of our Pinnaces. And then bare to {ro 
Franciſco. where both Capramies landed with fuch force as aforeſaid, and 
chaxgedthen that had the charge of the Punnaces, to be rhere the tourch day 
next following without any tale, And chus knowing that the cariages went. 
Bow. daily; from Panama 10 Nombre . de "Dios , we proceeded 1h court 
thsough the: woods, towards the bigh way that leadeth berweene them, Iris 
Pimlexe Ws 2ccounced by Sea,berweene j120 Franciſco and: 7 ambre ae Diory 
ut.thai way which we marched by land , we foundic abouc leaues leagucs. 
We marched asan our former wurneyto /anama , both for order and lilence, 
to che great wonder ot che French Capcaine & C ompany, who proteſted they 
knew not by any meanes how torecouer. the Pinnaces , if the Symerons (<0 
whom what ous Cap aine commanded wasa law, though they luke regat» 
&cd ihe Þrepch, 2s. bauing notwrutt 1m them ) thould Jeaue vs:our Captainc al- 
kurcd/bimygtheze wasno caufe of doubt ofthem of whom he had had ſuch for- 
mer4xyall, When we were come within an Engliſh mile of the way; weflay- 
«dll night, refreſhing our [c}ues.in great filucsin a moſt conutuient placty 
wha wolgardche Carpentas, being many in number workang ypopehcir 
Ships, as they vſually doc'by rcaton ofhe greatheat ot cheiday: waVepibre ar 
Dws ,& m_— bearcthe Moyles comming from Panamd , byreaforcol the 
the -grouud, The: next znowng, vpon bedning of ye 
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 nitmber of Bells, the Symerons retoyced exceedingly, as thongh there could 


not haue befallenchem a more ioyfull accident, chiefely hauing beene diſ@ 
appoynred before. Now they all atſured vs , we ſhould have more gold and 
filuer then al of vs could bear away ,as intruch ic fell our. For there came chres 
Recoes,one of fifry Moyles , the other two of ſeauenty each , cueryof which 
caryed 300.poun —_ of filucr, which inallamountedco necre thirty 
Tun, Weputring our ſelues in readinelſe, went downe neere the way to hezre 
the Bels, where we ftaycd nor long, bur we ſaw of what mertcall chey were 
made, and rooke fuch hold on the heads of the foremoſt and hindmoſt 
Moyles , that all che reſt ſtayed and lay downe ascheir maner is. Theſethree 
Recoes were guarded with fortic fiue Souldiers orchere abours jtifceene to 
each Reco , which cauſed ſome exchange of Bullers and Arrowes for a time, 
in which confli che French Capraine was fore wounded with hayle-ſhot in 
che belly , and one Symeros ſlaine : bur in the end theſe Souldiersthoughtir 
the beſt waytolcaue rheir Moyles wich vs , and to ſeeke for more helpe a6 
broad:in which meane time we tookeſome paine to caſe ſome of the Moyles. 
which were heauieſt loaden of their] cariages . And being wearie wee were 
contented with a few bars andquoits of gold, as we could well cary:burying 
about fifteen Tun of filuer, partly inthe boroughs which the grear Landcrabs 
had made in the earth, and partly vnderold exees which are fallen thereabour, 
and parrly in the ſand and grauell of a River, nor very deepeof water. Thus 
when abour this bulinetſe we had ſpent ſomerwo hourcs , and had diſpoſed 
of all our macters, and were ready to march backe,the very felfeſame way that 
we came,we heard both horſe and foore comming as it ſeemed co the Moyles, 
for they neuer followed vs , after we were onceecucred the Woods:where the 
French Capraine by reaſon of his wound, not able to trauc}|farcher,ſtayed,in 
hope that ſome reſt woul-i recouer him berter firengeh , Bur after we had 
marched ſome two leagues, vpon the French Souldiers complaine,chat they 
miſſed one of their men alſo, examination being m de wherher he were ſlaine 
orno : ir was found that he had drunke much Wane, and ouerlading himſelfe 
with pillage, and haſfting to goc before vs had loſt himſclte in cheWoods. 
And as we afterwards knew, he was raken by the Spaniards that eucning,and 
vpon torture, diſcouered vntochem where we had hidden our Treaſure, We 
continued our march all thar and the next day , towards R:9 Franci/to, in 


hope to meer our Pinnaces,but when we camethither , looking outto Sea, err. 


wee faw ſeuen Spaniſh Pinnaces , which had beene ſearching all che Coaſts 
thereabout ; whereupon vyee mightily fuſpeted thar they had caken or ſpot+ 
led our Pinnaces, tor that our Capraine had giuen ſoſtraight charge , thar' 
chey ſhould repaire tothis placethis after-noone from the Cabe-z.47 where 
chey rode, whenceto our Hght, theſe Spaniards Pinnaces did come. noe 
Bur the nighr before,chere had fallen very muchraine, with mb weſterly 
wiude, whichas it enforced the Spaniards torerurnehome the [diititr by rex- 
ſon of the ſtorme : ſoit kepr our pinnaces, that they could not keeperhe,ap- 
poincimeut, becauſeche wind was contrary ,& blewe ſo ftronig, thar with el-cir- 
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Oarcsthey could all thatday get but halfethe way. Notwithſtanding ,iFrhey 
had tollowed our Capr. dirc&ion in ſetting forth ouer. night, while the wind 
{crucd,they had ariued at the place appointed with fax leite Jabor,but wich far 
more danger,becaulc that very day at noone,the Span Shalops mandour of 
purpoſe from 2 pmbre de D505,were come to this place to take our Pinnaces? 
wmagining where we were , after they had heard of our intercepting of the 
Treaſure, Our Captaine ſeeing the Shallops , feared leaſt hauing taken our 
Pinnaces,they had compelled our men by torture, to contelle where hus Fre» 
gat and Ships were, Therctore in this diſtreſſe and perplexity, the company 
miſdoubring that all meancg of returne to their Country werecut off, and 
chat their Treaſure then {erued themeo ſmall purpoſe:our Captaine comfor- 
ccdandencouragedvs all,{aying:we ſhould vencer no farther chen he did , it 
was no time nowto feare; bur racher to haite to preuent that which wasfea- 
red: ifthe enemy haue preuailed againſt our Pinnaces, which God forbid,yec 
chey muſt haue time to ſearchthem,, time co examine the Mariners; timeto 
exccutetheir reſolution after it is determined, before all theſe times be taken, 
we may get to our Ships if yee will, though nor poſsibly by land, becauſe of 
che Hills, Thickersand Riuers , yer by water. Lervs therefore make a Ratc 
wich the trees-that arc heere in readines, as offring themſclues being broughc 
downe the River, happily this laſt torme,and pur our ſelues to Sea, I will be 
one, who will be the other? hx Smith offercd himſclfe , andtwo Frenchmen 
charcould ſwim very well, dclired they might accompany our Captaine , as 
did the Symeron likewiſe (who had becne very carnelt with. our Captaine to 
haue marched by landthough ic were 16.daycs journey,and in caſc = Ships 
bad bceene ſurpriſed,ro haue aboardalwaics with them)e(pecially Pedro, who 
yer wasfaine to be left behind , becauſe he could notrow. The Raf was fit» 


. ecdand faſt bound;aSayle of aBisket ſacke prepared; an Oare was ſhaped out 


of a young Tree toſcruein ſeed ofa Rudder, to dirett their courſe betore the 
wind. At his departure hee comforted the Company,by promiſing,that af it 
pleaſed God, heſhould pur his foote in ſafety aboord his Fregat , he would, 
Godwilling, by one means or other getthem all aboard , in deſpite ofallche 
Spaniards the Indies. In thismaner putcing off torhe Sea, %e ſayled ſome 
three leagues (itting vp tothe waſte continually in water, & at cuery ſurge of 
the waucto the armepits , for the ſpace of lixe houres, vpon this Raft , whar 
veth che parching of the Sunne and what with the beating of che ſalt water, 
they had all of them their skins much fterted away, At length God gauethem 
the ght of two Pinnaces turning towards them with much wind, but withfar 
_ joy. co him,jchar couldealily conjeure, anddid cheerfully declare to 
tboſechree with him, char they. were our Pinnaces, and thatallwas ſafe, ſo that 
there was no cauſe of feare, Bur ſee, the. Pinnaces tot ſeeing thisRaſt,nor ſul 
potung any ſuch-matter,by-reaſon of the wind and night growingon, were 
torced rorun mmto acouer bchind the point, to take fuccour forchat njghe: 
whichour Capraine ſeeing , and gathering , becauſe they came not forrh ay 


gainc, that they would Anchorthere , pur hisraft aſhoreand ran by land a» _ 
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bont the point,where he foundthem,who ypon-light of him, made as. much 
haftas they could to take him and;his contpany: aboard. . For gur Captaine, 
of purpoſe to try what haſte they could and would. make in extremity : him 
ſelferan in greac haſte, and ſo willed the atherthree with him , as if they had 
becne chaſed by the Enemy: which they the rather ſuſpeRed, becauſcrhey ſaw 
ſo few with him. Andafter his comming aboard, when, the demanding,how. 
all bis Company did?ke anſwered coldly,well they all doubted,charall wene 
ſcarce well, But he willing torid all doubes , andfill chem with ioy , rooke 
out of his boſomme a Quoit of Gold, thanking Godthat qur;voyage was made 
And tothe Frenchmen he declared, how their Captaineindeed was left be» 
hind, ſore wounded and two of his Company with him: bur it ſhould be no 
hinderance to them, Thatnight our Captaine with grear paine of his Com- 
pany, xowed to Rzo Franciſco: wherehetooke the r@in., andthe Treaſure 
which wee had brought wich vs:making ſuch expedicon, that by dawaing 
of the day, weft ſaylc backe againe , to our Fregat, and from thence directly 
to our ſhips: where alloone as we arriued,our Captain deuided by weight,the 
- Goldandliluerinto two euen portions, between the French, andche Engliſh, 

About a 89s oh after,when we had ſet all things inorder,and taking out 
of our Ship all ſuch necctlaries as we needed for our Fregate, had letr and gi- 
uen her to the Spaniards, whome wee had all thistime derayned, we pur out 
of that Harbor,together wichthe French Ship, riding ſometew daycs among 
the (abez.as, In the meane time our Captaine made a ſecretcompolicion 
withthe Symerons,that twelue of our men and (ixecene of theirs, ſhould make 
another voyage, to get inte]ligence in what caſe the Country ſtood, andifir 
might bezrecouer Monlieus 7 ers the French Capraine, at leaſt-wiſe to bring 
away that which was hidden inour former ſurprize and could not chen be 
conueniently caried, 7h Oxnam and T homas Sherwel/were pur in trult for 
this ſeruice , to the great content of thewhole Company , whoconcciued 
greateſt hope of them next our captaine , whom by no meanes they would 
condiſcend to ſuffer ro aduenture againe this time yerhehimſclte rowed to- 
ſct chem aſhorear Ro Fran/7o: finding hislaboug well imployed both other- 
wiſe , and al{01n ſauing oneof choſe ewo-Frenchmen chat had remained wile 
lingly co accompany their wounded Captaine. For this Gentleman hauing 
c{caped the rage of the Spaniards, was now comming towardsour Pinnace, 
where he fell downe on hus knees, bleſsing God forthe time chat cuer our 
Capraine was borne, who now beyond all his hope, was become his deliuerer, 
He being demanded what was becomeof, his Captaine and other fellow, 
ſhewed that within halte an houre after our departure, the Spaniards had 0. 
overgotten them,and tooke hisCapraine andother fcllow: he onely eſcaped 
by flight , hauing caſt away all his carriage, and among the reſt one Box of 
Jewels , chat he might fly the ſwifter from the purſuers:but his fellow rooke 
x vpand burchened Fimſeuſe ſo fore, that he could make no ſpeed, as ealily he 
might otherwiſe, if he would hauecaſt downe his pillage , and laid aſide his 
coucrous mind, as forthe ſilucr, which we had hidden chereabouran the earth 
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and chefands;hethoughe that it way all pone; for chathechoughe there hal 
becne necre 4600;Spaiiiards and Negroes there: to dig and (i for it, This 
renotvvithRanding, _—_— held, and ourmenvvere ſent to the 
fad place, 'vvherethey found thatthe earth , euery vyay a mile diftane had 
bernedigged and turned vp in every place of any likel:thood , ro hane any 
ching hidden in it: And/yert nevercheletle , forall char narrovy ſearch, all our 
ne tabovs wyis not Yoko loſt: bur (o conlidered , that the third d:y a'ter 
cheir Eepartite; they all'returned fafeand cheerefull , vvith as muchliluer as 
ehicy andalt the Symerons could find, (v5z:chirceene bars of (iluer , and ſome 
fevyquoirs of Gold) vvith vvhich they vverepreſently eyes vvithour 
empeachmene, repairing vvich no leile ſpeed then joy to our Fregat. Novy 
vvas it high time cochipke of homevvards, hauing ſped our ſclucs as vye de» 
fired:and therefore our Capraine concluded to vific R:o Grand , onceapgaine, 
to ſee if he eould meete vvithany ſufficient Ship or Bark, to cary vidual e- 
nough to ferue ourturne homevyvards ,.in vvhich vve mightin ſafery and ſc - 
curity embarque our ſelues. The French-men hauing formerly gone from vs 
25 ſoone as they had their ſhares at our firſt returne vvith che Treaſure, as be- 
ing very defirous to returne home into their Country , and our Capraine as 
delirous-to diſmiſſe then; us they vvereco bediſmiſicd ; for thar he toreſayy 
they could notintheirShip anoid che danger of being raken by the Spaniards, 
if they ſhould make out any Men of vvar tor them, vyvhile chey lingred on the 
Coaſt,and having alſo beene then againereleeued vvith viftualsby vs : Novy 
at ougmeeting ot them againe,vvere very loathto leaue vs, and thereforeac- 
companued/vs very kindly as far vp as S. Barnards, and'farcher vyvould , but 
chat they dutſt nor aduencure ſo great danger , for that vve had intelligence, 
that the Fleae yvasready to fee ſayletor Spaire , riding atthe entry of ('ar- 
thagena. Thus vve departed from them, palling hard by Carthagera , inthe 
ſight of all the Fleece , vvitha Flag of Saine George in the maine top of our 
Fregat, vvith filke freatners and ancients. dovyneto the yvater , ſaying fors 
vvard vvitha large vvind,eill yve came vvithinryvoleagues of the River, be+ 
mp all lovy land; arid darkenight ; yvhere to preuenc the over. ſhooting of 
the River inthe p3ghr , vve lay off & on -bearing ſmall faile, ri} chat about 
mid. nighethe vvind veering tothe Eaftvvard, by tvvo of theclocke inthe 
morning,a Fiegat from 7s Grand palled hard by vs, bearing allo but {mall 
ſayle. We falured them yvith our ſhot and Arrovves, they anſvvered vs 
vyith Baſes:but vye gotaboard them; arid cooke ſuch oxder , that they vyere 
content againſt cheir vvils co depart'a ſhoare and to leaue vsthis Fregat 
vvhich vvasof ryventy fiue Tun, loaded 'vvith Maiz, and Hensand Hogs and 
ſome Honey in very good time fit for our vic: for the Honey eſpecially vvasa 
notable rejecuer and preſeruer of our'craſed people. The next morning as 
loone asvve ſerthoſe Spaniards a ſhoare on che maine , vvelſet oureourſe tor 
the Cabeza/ vvithout any ſtop, vvhither vve came abour five dayt$afrer, And 
ey anchor, preſently vvc houcoutalithe Maiz aland, ſaumgrhree Buts 
Wiuchyve kept tor our Kore: and caty ing all ourprowfionsa {hoare, vve 
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broughtbeth out Fregats on the Car;ae, and newrallowed them), Here ye- 
ſtayed about a ſeauenight, trimming and rigging ourFregats,, boarding and, 
Rowing our prowlions, rearing abroad & burning our Pinnaces, that the Sy= 
merons might haue che yron-worke,: Abouc a day or two before-ourdepar - 
ture , our py eur cd Pedroand three of pn of the Symerionere 
ocrthrough both his Fregacs, coſce whar they hke 4, _— 40 gue it! 
. ahacaeiee ir mire fo it were NOT oo as ihathe could not rey 
turne\into-E2e/ard withour ir. And forthe wincsbe would humfclic lecks, 
outſomneilksor hnnen that might grnificchem:which while he was chooling, 
omofhis Trunckes,the Cymerer which Capraine Terwhad giuentoour Cap» 
caine,chancedco beraken forth inPedroe: light, which he ſag grewſo-much 
itxliking chereof,thathe accoumedof nothing clicinreſpeR of it,and prefer- 
red beforcallthar could be ginen him : yer magining ;,;that it wasPo dello 
cftecined of our Capraine ,. duzſt not himicife open bis mouch 30 craye or 
commendic: butmade one Francis Tucker to be his meancto breake his 
wind, promiſing to giue him a fine quair of gold ,, whichyer be had in itors 
zf he would but mouec our Capraine for at zand roourCapeagchim clic, kg 
would yiue foure other great quoirs,which he had fuidden ,kdrending © hays 
reſcrucd thenitillanorher voyage, Oar Capeaine. beirig acoordingly mourds 
by Francis Tucker,could have been comenceo hay madend; ſich exchange; 
butycrdelirousto concent him, thar haddeſerucd io well, begaue ic hin wil 
many good words, whorecciucd it with noticlejoy, atfirmingrha4f belhoutd 
giue hus wifcand children ( which he loucd dearely)an'lica ofighe coulgnes 
Jufficicntly recompence it ; (for he would prefiaac his King with it, who þe 
knew would make him a grear man;cuenfortburecry -Sfrs lake] yer in gran 
ruity and ſtecd 'of other'requicatt ofrhisjewel;; he dtiired our; Gaphrainery 
accept theſe foure peecesot gold, as arokenof his chanktulnelle ro hang 8nd 
a pane of his faithfulnelſe during lake, Our Capraine: necviugdir w-molt 
kindfort, burtooke it not to his; own benebiryblut called rxoberat iovosbe 
whole aducncure ſaying /ifhe had norberne ter Forub rothatgplacrg hen-hed 
not actamediuchacompmuline, and rheafope iowas jafttbar tbey which bats 
parr with him of his] burchen mm _ferring him to-Stagthould-cnjoy/the propory 
tion ofthis benefit whatſocuer at his returne. | 
T hus with good loue and liking we tgoke our lezuc of char people , ſet» 
ting ouer to the Llandsof whence the next dayafter, we ſes 
fayb-ro vards (aps Saint eAnthony, by which we paſt with a large wind: buc 
preſently being to ſtand for th*Haxana, we were Fare to ply tothe windward: 
tone three or fouredayes: In, whichplying yeforcuned ro take a (mall Bark, 
in which were t \© or three hundred Hides, ahd one moſt neceſſarythung,, 
which ſtood vsin grear ſteed, v:z.. a Pumpe, waich we ſerin our Fregac 5theiry 
Barke, becauſe ir was nothing fic tor our ſeruice, our Capraine gaue them ro 
cary them home. And foxcturningto Cape See Anthony y and knding there 
we refreited our (clues, and beſides great tore of Turcles egges, found by 
day inche werooke,200.and 50. Turcs by night: we Poe 
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and drytiſorne ofchem, whichdid,vs goodferuice,thereftcontimi A 
Mine; There wereac thistome j belonging to Carthagene , Nombre de 
Diiv#,Rio-grand;Santes Martha, Rio de baths, Uenta(ruz, Verag na, 'Ns. 
cat dquaxhe Henduras, Iamaica &c. aboue 200tregats,lome of 120, Tunnes 
&ther bur of cenorrwelueTun, bucthe moſt of thirty orforty Tun, which all 
hid entercourſe beryeenc: (arthagene and Nombre de' Dios , the moſt or 
which,during our abodean thoſe parts we tooke 5 andiomeof them ewiceor 
thrice each yet neucrburutorſunckany, vnlcile they were made our Menof
